Friday, New York daylight 
time,) at Teller, ninety-one miles west of Nome, 
after seventy-one hours of flight (from King’s 
Bay, Spitzbergen, across the North Pole.) 

The program of the expedition was thus real- 
ized. The Norge will be dismantled here. All 
the crew are safe.

WITH THE NORGE AT TELLER (Alaska) May 14, 
via NOME, May 15.—The Norge left Kings Bay Tuesday at 
8:55 p.m. with a total load of twelve tons, including gasoline. 
Before leaving Amsterdam Island the course was set due north 
following the meridian, by land bearings and sun compass. The 
Kings Bay wireless station was used for later radiogeonometer 
control. 

The sun was shining brightly except during the last 
hour before the pole was reached. This part of the flight was 
not of especial interest as this territory had been ex- 
plored by the Amundsen-Ellsworth expedition in 1925. The 
course was continually checked by the radiogeonometer, and 
longitude observations taken when the sun was in a favorable 
position. 

_ The speed of the ship was controlled by direct measures, 
and latitude observations of the sun’s position proved favorable 
in ascertaining the arrival at the pole at 2:30 o'clock the fol- 
lowing morning, where we descended to a low level and slowed 
down the engines.

The dispatch from the Norge at 
Teller gives 2:30 a.m., Greenwich 
time, Wednesday (10:30 New York 
Caylight-saving time, Tuesday) as 
the hour at which they were able, 
by observation of the sun, to con- 
fiem the fact that they were at 
the North Pole. Frederik Ramm's 
historic dispatch to the New York 
Times from the North Pole on 
Wednesday gives the time of 
reaching the North Pole as 1 a.m. 
Wednesday (9 am. daylight-tav- 
ing time.) He explained that the 
Norge circled the Pole several 
times so that the Norge probably 
arrived there at 8 am. Tuesday, 
New York daylight-saving time, 
according to compass and dead 
reckoning, but the sun did not 
penetrate the fog to permit them 
to verify their position at the 
North Pole absolutely until 
daylight-eaving me, 

surprising feature of the 
trip was the bettering of the pro- 
posed schedule. In his dispatch 
to the New York Times Command- 
er Nobile said that he expected 
to make the flight from the pole 
to Point, Barrow in seventy hours.

REACH DANE ISLAND 


In five or six minutes we came 
to Dane Island, where Andre, th.r- 
ty years ago, left for the pole 
with two companions in a great 
free balloon. They were never 
heard of again. 80 the only two 
other attempts to reach the pole 
from Spitsbergen had met with 
hard luck. Weuld ours be more 
fortunate? 

Amundson had met fog at Am- 
sterdam Island, which had taken 
him miles off his course. Thua, 
we were far more fortunate than 
he had been. We found no fog 
at all and the skies were clear. 

To my great surprise I saw the 
edge of the great polar ice pack 
only a few miles ahead, when we 
had expected to encounter fit 150 
miles farther north. Then, when 
we reached the edge of thé ice 
pack I got another surprire. 
There were very few emall pieces 
of ice at the edge of the solid 
pack. This probably was because 
it wag early in May, before the 
edge of the pack was broken up 
by the heat. From then on until 
the end of the flight, I spent the 
busiest hours of my Ife. 

LANES UP PLANE 

I knew we must navigate with 
considerable accuracy, or we never 
could get back again. I 
Bennett up with a mountain of 
the Hvel Peninsula and the weat- 
ermort edge of Amsterdam Island. 

Our sun compass was on a trap- 


| door in the top of the navigating 
| compartment of the plane and to 


get the compass I had to stand 
on a box and stick my head and 
shoulders out into the wind stream 
at the rear edge of the great wing 
of the plane. The sun was tow- 
ard the north and the wing hid 
the sun from view. I Was com- 
pelled to use another compass 
through one of the cabin windows 
of the pilot's cockpit. But dur- 
ing the short time that I had my 
face in the wind stream, looking 
for the sun and checking Bennett 
on the line from Amsterdam 
Island and the Hoel Peninsula, my 
nose and part of my face were 
frozen. My face had no feeling 
whatsoever. Luckily, I discovered 
this in time and rubbed and beat 
the frozen parte unttl feeling 
came back Into them. 
PREEZES HAND 

I had noted coming up the coast 
that we hag the wind from the 
right and feared it was swingin 
us ott of course. Hence I open 
the trapdoor in the bottom of the 
plane to get the amount and direc- 
tion of our drift from our drift 
indicater, by sighting with it on 
the snow. I had my gtoves off to 
manipulate the inatrument and 
soon found my hand frosen. 

From that time on I watched 
my hands and face carefully in 
taking observations. Neither Ben- 
nett nor myself were uncomfort- 
ably cold as we had the warmest 
clothes that can be worn-—tréin- 
deer skin parkas, and boots lined 
with sheepskin and silk. I wore 
polar bear pants and Bennett 
reindeer skin pants. We had both 
sealskin and deerskin gloves. 

“The trapdoor in the bottom of 
the plane gave a fine method for 
taking the wind drift and I. found, 
as I had expected, that I could 
tell within a degree the angle that 
the wind was taking us off our 
course. 

We had been able to do that on 
the first trans-Atlantic filght and 
1 knew we could do it even better 
by sighting on the ice. When the 
angle of drift is obtained, it means 
that the exact direction tn which 
the plane is going over the ground 
is known. 


TELIS GROUND SPEED 
The fog is the great enemy of 
the air navigator, for it is impos- 
sible while fiying over fog to tell 
in what direction the plane is go- 
ing or the extent of the wind 


drift. The wind drift indicator 
also gives oe accurately the 
apéed the plane makes over the 


ground which, on account of the 
wind, may differ from the speed 
of the plane through the air. 

I found myself extremely busy. 
On the average I calculated the 
drift and speed once every three 
or four minutés and, when I found 
any change in the drift, made the 
corrections for the course on the 
sun compass and then checked 
Bennett on the new course. I 
wrote a note to Bennett asking 
him to do his utmost to keep on 
the course prescribed, for I knew 
that should the sun stay with us 
we could steer on almost an é¢xact 
line to the pole. Without the sun 
our course would be very doubt- 
ful, for when nearing the pole 
from all but one direction the 
compass does not Point north end 
no one knows exactly in what di- 
rection it does point. It is not so 
steady as it is in other parts of 
the world. 

I had on the plane a magnetic 
compass as large as that used by 
some of the big sea-going ships 
and it was far more reliable than 
a smaller one would have been. If 
the weather was rough we would 
be able to steer with it, though 
npt a perfectly straight course, as 
can be done when the weather is 
calm. With the sun compass ! 
could tell when Bennett was off 
his course, 


NO BUMP IN AIR 


I was astonished at the accu- 
racy of his steering. Luck was 
with us. There was not a bump in 
the air, no upward and downward 
currenta that tilt the plane and 
throw the compass to spinning. 

The sun was bright and we had 
a wonderful view of the formida- 
ble pack. It was covered ev- 
eryw with snow and  crim- 
crossed with pressure ridges like 
a orazy quilt.

After about three and a half 
hours of flying it became advis- 
able to pour some gasoline into the 
tanks from the five-gallon cans we 
carried. We were well established 
on the course, so I took the wheel 
to pliot, giving Bennett a short 
rest and enabling him to fll the 
gasoline tanks from the loose cans. 
1 4id not put much faith In the 
magnetic compass, so I held the 
sun compass in my left hand and 
plloted with my right. After fif- 
teen or twenty minutes Bennett 
was ready to take the whee) again. 
He wrote on his pad that we had 
burned thirty-two gallons of gaso- 
line since starting the motors, That 
was two gallons an hour more 
than we calculated on, 680 
was somewhat apprehensive about 
trying to make Cape Morris Jessup 
after leavine the pole. However, 
we were averaging good speed 
about ninety miles an hour, an 
there was 489 gallons of gaso- 
line left as well as some that was 
weed for heating up the engines 
before starting, so it looked as if 
we would have enough gas to make 
it back to Kings Bay.

GOVERNMENT READY 

So far as the general strikes it- 
self is concerned it is evident that 
the government was ready and 
the union forces unready when it 
was inauguarated. A glance back 
at some of the conditions leading 
up to it may be interesting. 

Nine months ago the govern- 
ment avoided such a test by giv- 
ing a bonus to the mining indus- 
try. At that time Chancellor 
Churchill made no bones of say- 
ing that this concession was made 
because the government had been 
suddenly confronted by the threat 
of a general strike. This threat 
had taken the authorities by eur- 
prise. They had soundly beaten 
the unions when such a movement 
Was attempted tn 1921, and events 
since had Indicated that the unions 
could not really coalesce. They 
suddenly realized that the union 
men were ready to back the min- 
ers unttedly because of a fear 
that employers intended a wage 
cut. 


That bonus to the miners, which 
amounted to about $23.000,000, 
cave the government time to or- 
eanize the powerful military and 
volunteer organization which so 
smoothly functioned once the con- 
flict started. There were three elab- 
erate plans, the last calling for 
use of al) military forces to meet 
a revolutionary movement. The 
reason those plans were so well 
made and worked so well is that 
they were founded on centuries of 
experience fin dealing with just such 
movements in Imperial possessions. 
One who has watched how Britain 
controls her subject peoples could 
distinguish the same methods, ap- 
plied to her own people, as have 
made her the greatest governing 
nation in’ history, not excepting 
Rome, 

On the other hand, the union 
chiefs evidently were deceived by 
the previous complacence of Pre- 
mier Baldwin and his desire for 
peace. I have excellent reason for 
stating that they believed he again 
wovld back down before a threat 
of a general strike. How wunpre- 
pared they were was shown by the 
fact that before the end of the first 
week they had to go to bankers to 
borrow money on their securities, to 
be told that since they had endan- 
gered the value of thes: securities 
liberal ,oans were, of course, im- 
possibie.

GENEVA, May 15.—S8purred on 
by the horrors of the World War 
and the 
armaments, representatives of all 
the powers, except Ruasta, will as- 
semble here next Tuesday for the 
initial ssion of the preliminary 
arms conference called by the 
League of Nationa, 

This group, called together as 4 
preparatory commission for the 
purpose of preparing the ground 
and fixing the agenda for a fu- 
ture conference on the reduction 
and limitation of armaments, will 
face a task that some of the lead- 
ing diplomats of the world have 
called virtually ineurmountabDle. 

Twenty nations, including the 
United States, have accepted the 
League's invitation to be members 
of the preparatory commission. 
The nineteen governments original- 
ly invited are the ten “states mem- 
bers of the League of Nations 
Counct!,." six others, which are 
members of the League, and three 
nonmembers. Of these Russia re- 
fused, Germany and the United 
States accepting. 


QUFSTIONS PREPARED 

Around the conference table in 
the buildings utilized by the 
League of Nations for its sessions 
this body will make «a rvey to 
enable it to determine whether a 
world disarmament conference 
would prove to be a practical suc- 


cuss a series of questions which 
have been sent in advance by the 
secretariat of the League of Na- 
tions to all the participating na- 
tione. 

The commileston’s agenda 
tle with topics which provide op- 
portunity for never-ending discus- 
sions. They represent fears, sur- 
picious, nationalisme and widely 
differing views as to how disarma- 
ment should be achieved. 

Out of these questions, the 
commission will have to fashién a 
workable lIfet of topics to be dis- 
cussed at the conference ff oné Is 
to be held. 

They in part follow: 

(1.) ‘What ts to be understood 
by the expression armaments. Defi- 
nition of the various factors, mill- 
tary, economical, geographical, up- 
on which the power of a nation de- 
pends. 


(2.) Is it practicable to limit the 


| ultimate war strength of a coun- 


try or must any measures of dis- 
armament be confined to the peace 
strength. The various forms which 
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reduction or limitation may take in 
)the case of land, sea and air forces. 

(3.) By what standards is it 
possible to measure the armaments 
|of one country against the arma- 
ments of another, that is, in num- 
bers, period of service, equip- 
ment, expenditures? 

4. Can there be said to be of- 
fensive and defensive armament? 

5. Or? what principle will it be 
possibile to draw up a scale of 
armaments permissable to the var- 
ious countries, taking\ into account 
particulariy the population, re- 
sources, geographical situation, 
length and nature of maritime 
communications, density and char- 
acter of the railways, vulnerability 
of the frontiers and vital frontiers. 
Can the conditions of armaments 
be promoted by examining pos- 
sible means for insuring mutua! 
assistance, economic and military, 
as soon as an act of aggression 
has been committed? 


HOW VALUE CIVIL AVIATION 


6. Is there any device by which 
civil and military aviation can be 
distinguished for purposes of dis- 
armament? If this is not practic- 
able, how can the value of civti 
aircraft be computed tn estimat- 
air strength of coun-

7’. Admitting that disarmament 
depends upon security, to what ex- 
tent is regional disarmament pos- 
sible In return for regional secur- 
ity? Or its any scheme of dis- 
armament practical, if it ig gen- 
eral? 

A study of these questions wil! 
reveal any number of obstacles 
which will make hard going for 
the members of the preparatory 
commission... On certain of these 
questions the views of France and 
Great Britain are known to 
wide apart. . 

The British view is that disarm- 
ament should be based on actual 
military strength tn peace time. 
This wlso ie considered to be the 
American view. 


POTENTIAL STRENGTH 

France, on the other hand, has 
taken the position that “disarma- 
ment,”’ should take potential 
strength into consideration. France, 
according to her spokesman at the 
League meeting which arranged 
for the preparatory commission, 
would take into constdération the 
abllity of a nation to develop war 
material industries tn time of 
emergency, her population, natural 
resources and all sources of mili- 
tary resources. 

America’s delegation of nine 
members to the meeting here is 
headed by Hugh Gibson, United 
States Minister to Switzerland. Mr. 
Gibson represented the United 
States at the traffic In arma con- 
ference year here.

Zeal in a worthy cause is always com-

BATTERY SPACE IMPORTANT 


Cabinets Need Checking to Insure Proper Power Unit 
Compartments for Number of Tubes 


One of the purposes of a high-grade radio cabinet is to adapt the 
radio receiver to the finest of surroundings. The @ffect of the cabinet 
size on upkeep cost of the receiver & rarely appreciated. The fact is 
that if the cabinet is not correctly proportioned it may five-fold the 


Cabinets provide space, not on- 


ly for the receiving apparatus, but 


also for the power plant—the “A,” 
“B” and “C” batteries. Manufac- 
turers make batteries of many dif- 
erent sizes and shapes in order 
that the largest possible amount of 
electric power supply may be 
crowded into the space provided 
by the many different kinds of 
battery compartments. 


Some receiving sets do not have 


sufficient space for batteries of 
adequate capacity. Purchasers of 
such sets are compelled to use 
small “BB” batteries intended for 
portable receivers. Such “B” bat- 
terles are. much more expensive 
under all circumstances, even 
called upon to furnish a very light 
current drain. These small port- 
able dize batteries are intended for 
use only where compactness and 
light weight compensate for their 
shorter life. If they are employed 
for home receivers, renewals are 
frequent and operating expenses 
comparativiy high. On the other 
hand, batteries of adequate size, 
even with very large receiving sets, 
furnish “B” ttery current at a 
very small cost. . 


For instance, a five-tube receiver 


equipped with a “C” battery costs 
less than 2 centg an hour (battery 
cost) to run, if powered by heavy 
duty “B” batteries. With small 
portable bafteries, “B” battery 
maintenance cost for such a re- 
— may reach 10 to 15 cents an 
our. 


Examine the battery compart- 


ments of the receiver which you 
propose to buy to make certain that 
they can house batteries of suffl- 
cient capacity. Sete employing one 
to three tubes should use the ia 
size “B” battery, while multitu 
sets, having heavy current drain. 
should use the heavy duty or extra 
large size “B” battery.

BETTERS BROADCAST 


New regulations in+the Dutch 


Fast Indies will make for im- 
proved broadcasting and a more 
liberal use of radio receiving sets, 
aeccor¢ding to recent advices from 
Patavia, Java. The government 
will permit the erection of two pri- 
sete broadcasting stations, provid- 
ec they carry to all parts of the 
islands. A concession is to be made 
for ten years, and although not ex- 
clusive, it is belleved a broadcast 
monopoly will be granted for the 
firet period. It is probable that 
the home government will also 
erect a broadcast station, renting 
it to the concessionaires at reason- 
able terms. Any matter may be 
broadcast which is Not contrary to 
law, public order or good morals, 
but news must be of general in- 
| terest. 


All receiving seta will be official- 


ly Heensed and the payment of 
about $10 a year will be required. 
No monopoly on set manufacture 
will be permitted. 


The higher the radio antenna the 


better it will pick up distant sta- 
tions. This part of the radio cir- 
cuit is extremely important and 
should not be neglected. A good 
receiver working on a poor anten- 
na does not have half a chance to

ANT people, including set and 
parts manufacturers, appar- 
ently are not familiar with 

the usual precautions which should 
be observed in designing, or laying 
out, a regenerative receiver in or- 
der that serious detuning «ff .cts 
when the tickler or regeneration 
control is operated, can be avoided. 
tn Yhe case of the three-cirouit 
tuner, |. one having a primary, 
a secondary and a tickler coll, both 
the primary and tickler should be 
at one end of the secondary, and 
this end should be the terminal to 
which the filament and ground are 


The drawing for today shows the 
idea. The tickler is placed »etween 
the primary and the secondary. In 
tickler should be 
wound with comparatively small 
wire, and the diameter of the tick- 
ler coll in no case should be creat- 


er than one-half that of the sec- 
ondary, and preferably much less. 

In order that the tube can be 
made to regenerate and oscillate, 
with the smaller tickler additional 


turns will be required Thig does 


no harm if the turns are “scram- 
ble wound.” By this we mean the 


wires should be wound haphazard 
on a small form, slipped off and 
tied together with cord. Under no 
circumstances should the tickler be 


wound on a ball or a tube when 
it does not heve to rotate. 

In the case of the rotary tickler 
it is much oetter to again scram- 
ble wind it, but from the com- 
mercial standpoint this is rarely 
done since the resulting coll may 
be fllmsy. If a rotating tickler is 
used it should be a very, very small 


coil wound with very fine wire.

‘RIGHT USES 


OF HIGH-MU_ 
TUBES TOLD 


Expert Explains Reason 
Usefulness Increases as 
Impedance Decreases 


Questions are frequently asked 
regarding the use of tubes with a 
high amplification constant. These 
tubes are primarily designed for 


amplifiers. In one of Keith 
Henney’s tube articles in a 
recent Radio Broadcast maga- 


zine, he states: “A low-mu tube 
will not ‘load tp a power 
amplifier unless coupled to it 
by ‘means of a transformer. For 
example, the average -amplifier to 
deliver .06 watts’ power requires 
at least 9 volts variation on its 
grid. A tube with a mu of §& 
coupled by means of resistance im- 
pedance to the amplifier cannot 
produce a variation of volhage 
greater, than 8 volts and probably 
not over 6, eo that the amplifier 
will not deliver its rated quota of 
power. 

“On the other hand, a tube with 
a mu of 20, or a tube with a mu of 
5 coupled by means of a 2;1 trans- 
former, can easily produce the de- 
sired change in input vo 
High-mu tubés can be used ag Ge- 
tectors and hence are useful in 
vacuum tube voltmeters. Their 


amplifiers makes the. latter prac- 
tical without increasing the B 
beyond reason. It 
muet said here that the mu of 
such tubes is not the only import- 
ant constant. The plate impedance 
must be considered and, like all 
other tubes, the usefulness of high- 
mu tubes increases as their im- 
pedance decreases, 

“In this question it must be re- 
marked that tubes of 1926 differ 
from those of 1925 In the fact that 
their plate impedance fs leas. This 
ig due to the use of better fiament 


while it makes 
causes trouble when the tubes are 
used in sets that have been 
neutralized for high impedance 
tubes. It is well xnown that less 
inductance is required in the plate 
circuit of low impedance tubes to 
make them oscillate than is the 
case with high impedance tubes. 
On the other hand, once these 
newer tubes are neutralized, the 
voltage ‘amplification and power 
output are increased.”

big Southern California real estate boom of 
1987 had its inception in the rate war between 
‘yo transcontinental railroad lines in their endeavor

The tourists, sightseers and 
emigrants were not the only class 
attracted to Southern California 
by the railroad rate war. With 
them arrived a class of undesir- 
ables from western cities and 
towns, known as “boomers”— 
men who left that section be- 
cause they could no longer rope 
in the unwary, and who came to 
Southern California, not to assist 
in building up the country, but te 


feather their nests at the expense > 


of the “easy ones.” 

They were men of no con- 
sciences, tricky, smooth and oily 
of ‘tongue—professional land 
sharks, who had learned their 
ealling in the boom cities of the 
West; adepts in all the tricks, 
arts and wiles of real estate 
booming. They came here to 
wake money, following out the 
precept of old Aunt Nancy to her 
youthful grandson: “Johnny, get 


rich; Johnny, get rich honestly, 
but, Johnny, if you can’t get rich 
honestly—get rich!” It is need- 
less to say that these real estate 
sharks made their money by 
Aunt Nancy's final instructions 
to little Johnny. 

Previous to 1887 there were but 
few new townsites laid off. What 
subdivisions had been made inf 
"84, '85 and '86 were mostly. acre- 
age, within, or immediately ad- 
joining, the older and already es- 
tablished cities and towns. 


‘Towns Like Mushrooms 


However, as the last spike of 
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the Santa Fe Railroad was driven 
there came a truly startling 
change. New ‘towns suddenly 
sprang into existence which hith- 
erto had never been dreamed of, 
and the rapidity with which they 
were created was astonishing. 
During the months of March, 
April and May, 1887, no less than 


thirteen townsites were platted 
on the line of the Los Angeles 
and San Bernardino Railroad 
alone, and the lots thrown upon 
the market. Before the close of 
1887, between the eastern limits 
of Los Angeles city ard the San 
Bernardino county line, a dis 
tance of but thirty-six miles,

Buyers in a Frenzy

Today Azusa is one of the pret- 
tiest and most charming and pro- 
gressive little cities in Southern 
California. 


Everybody in It 

Like mad the real estate craze 
jazzed along. People were liter- 
ally swept off their financial feet 
by the wave of advertising which 
inundated the Southland. Bands 
of music made Los Angeles re 
sound with what were then popu- 
lar airs. 

Everybody caught the fever, 
from the wealthy down to their 
servants. Bootblacks, porters, 
draymen, truck drivers, women 
and men of all walks and condi- 
tions in life literally besieged the 
real estate offices from early 


dawn until late at night, all anx- 


ious to get in on the ground 
floor of every subdivision. 

To illustrate: The sale of lots 
in a certain town was to begin 
on a Wednesday morning. On 
the previous Sunday evening a 
line began to form. The agent, 
discerning that if it continued to 
lengthen through the intervening 
days before the day of sale, it 
would reach the Pacific Ocean 
and some of his would-be victims 
might perish in the waves, there- 
upon hired a hall, and at stated 
intervals the line formed and the 
roll was called, and woe to the 
unfortunate who failed to respond 
to his number. His place was at 
once forfeited and each one be- 
lg¥ moved Up space. 

One City’s Failure 

A pewspaper “man, with an 
eye to business, found a piece of 
unoccupied land on the tine of 
the Santa Fe Railroad—that is, 
a piece not already occupied as 
a townsite. He immediately 
founded the. wonderful city of 
Gladstone. Alluring advertising 
literature proclaimed that among 
other attractions a lot had been 
deeded to the Premier of all En 
gland, and it was inferred that 
Gladstone himself wae build 


a princely palace on the site. 

Gladstone, however, was de 
stroyed by the criticisms of @ 
rival newspaper man, and today 
the jackrabbit hops up and down 
its prospective avenues. 

Then there was the marvelous 
city of Cariton. The projector 
of this boom town described h 
as commanding a beautiful view 


of the valley of the Santa Ana, 


with the Pacific Ocean in the 
distance. 

View was its only resource, its 
chief asset. Ratlroads were to 
center there; wonderful factories 
were to rear their lofty chimneys 
skyward; a mammoth sanatorium 
was to be constructed—a palace 
of luxury for the wealthy, and a 
resort of health for the lunger. 


Lots Soar in Price 
Promises were cheap—and 50 


were the lots. They started at 


$25 each for a lot of twenty-five 
feet frontage, rose to $35, jumped 
to $50, and choice business cor- 
ners changed hands at from $100 
to $500. 

One enterprising agent dis- 
posed of 3000 lots. Capitalists, 
speculators, mechanics, day labor- 
ers, clerks and servant giris 
crowded and jostied to secure lots 
in Carlton, the coming metropo- 
lis of Southern California. 

A bank building with a costly 
vault was constructed: a railroad 
line was surveyed through the 
“city,” and a few ties and rails 
were scattered at intervals along 
the right of way, where they 
would attract attention. A popu- 
lation of 300 or 400 did tndeed 
congregate at Carlton during the 
height of the boom and managed 
to exist for a brief time on the 
suckers who came there to boy 
lots. 

The site of Cariton was on a 
barren foothill of the Santa Ang 


paradise. 


Mountains. All the water for 
the town had to be packed up the 
hj! by hand from an irrtgating 
ditch at the foot of the grade. 
Needless to say, Carlton shortly 
joined the great majority, and 
the hoot of the owl has long ago 
succeeded the music of saw and 
hammer. 


Los Angeles Rival 
And then there was Border 
City. Border City was destined, 
so said the projector (a live-wire 
real estate promoter named 


mon Homberg) to make Los Ap 


geles look like the proverbial 
three punched dimes. Border 
City was most appropriately 
named, being located on the bor. 
der of the great Mojave Desert, 
on the northeastern slope of the 
Sierra Madre range. 


Jt was accessible only by bal- 
loon, and as secure from hostile 
invasion as an Arizona cliff-dwell- 
Its principal asset 
was, like Cariton, “Just view”"—«@ 
view of the Mojave Desert. 


Homberg did not even go to the 
expense of having the site of 
der City surveyed and the 
staked off. He platted it by 
maps, and recorded his map. The 
streets were forty feet wide, and 
the lots twenty-five feet front by 
100 deep. His quarter section 
miade 1920 lots—an: average of 
twelve to the acre! Homberg 
had bought the land from the 
railroad company, making the 
first payment of 26 cents per 
acre. 


The lots were not offered for 
sale in Southern California, bat 
were extensively advertised in 
the East and Northwest. The 
foxy promoter of ‘Border City is 
said to have cleaned up nearly 
$100,000. The lots were sold at 
all prices, from $1 to $250 each, 
the price varying according to 
the gullibility of the buyer. One 
buyer might pay $250 for a single 
lot, while the next investor might 
get ten or a dozen lots for that 
sum. 


One man in San Jose paid $1000 
for forty-eight lots, evidently be 
lieving in Mrs. Means'’s maxim, 
“While you're a-cittin’, git 
plenty!” Homberg roped in vie 
tims from nearly every State is 
the Union, while England, Ger 
many, Holland, Denmark and 
Sweden furnished suckers galore. 


Millions Squandered 

The magnitude of this Southerns 
California real estate boom cas 
be measured more accurately, 
perhaps, by a money standard. 
The total of the considerations 
named in the instraments fled 
for record during the year 1887 
reached the enormous sum of 
$98,084,162. But even this does 
not half tell the story. By far 
the greater number of lots were 
sold on contract, part cash, the 
balance In six, twelve or eighteen 
months, a deed to be given when 
final payment wes made. But 
few of the agreements were re 
corded. Frequently pfoperty 
bought on agreement to convey 
was resold from one to half « 
dozen times, and each time at an 
advance; yet the consideration 
named in the deed when given 
would be the sum named in the 
original agreement. 

It is safe to estimate that the 
considerations in the real estate 
transactions during 1887 in Les 
Ange.:es county alone reached 
$200,000,000, 


“Boomers” Profited 


The men who blew this bubble 
to its greatest inflation were not 
those of permanent residence and 
reputable character, but were the 
fly-by-night speculators, who came 
into the country solely to make 
a clean-up, caring little how they 
did it. The present-day bandit 
or hold-up man ts a gentleman fn 
comparison to these land sharks 
who thus robbed thelr victims 
and flew the coop. 

After the boom had become «6 
thing of the past, those who had 
kept aloof from wild speculation 
pursued the even tenor of their 
ways, building up the real cities 
and improving the country. Those 
who had invested recklessly in 
“paper cities” plowed up the sites 
of prospective hotels and mam 
moth business blocks and sowed 
them to grain, or sought other 
employment by which they could 
earn their living and forget the 
dear dead past, sadder anda, ft is 
to be hoped, wiser men, ~* 

On the whole, with all its faults 
and failures, with all its reckless 
waste and wild exteavagance, the 
boom of '87 was more productive 
of good than evil to Southern 
California. Today, thirty-eight 
years later, Southern California 
is looked upon and heralded the 
world over as the “one best bet” 
when it comes to a land of con- 
tentment, progression, prosperity 
and happiness. 
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FORGERS STEAL MILLIONS WITH ARTFUL 


Campaign on to Show 
How Skilled Crooks 
Operate With Checks 


FORGERY is perpetrated somewhere in the 


United States every three 


during banking hours. 


and a half minutes 


The total number of forgeries committed in this 
country last year was 400,000. 

It is estimated that as many more were perpetrated 
but not reported for fear of undesirable complications. 

A total known loss of $200,000,000 was suffered by 
victims of various kinds of forgeries. 


The foregoing facts are not 
exaggeration. They are the cold 
truth as garnered by experts who 
confess an honest alarm at the 
tremendous growth in the forging 
of payroll checks, bonds and se 
curities of all description. 

“Paperhanging,” as forgery is 
euphemistically termed in the 
parlance of police and profes- 
sional crooks, is the outstanding 
branch in the category of crime. 
The fact that organized forgery 
“mobs” systematically mulct 
thousands of business firms of 
staggering sums of money every 
year through the manipulation 
and alteration of checks and 
other valuable paper has moved 
the National Surety Company to 
inaugurate a campaign of educa- 
tion and information for the pur- 
pose of diminishing crime by ac- 
quainting business men with 
present-day hazards and teaching 
the youth of the nation that crime 
does not pay.

Reed, Los Angeles supervisor for 
the National Surety Company, 


ways for the ‘business man’s 
weakest line of defense, which is 
his checking account in the bank. 
against which they can operate 
with certain knowledge that it 
may be several] weeks before 
their victim is aware that his 
bank account has been attacked 
by forged and altered instru- 
ments. By showing the business 
man how others have lost their 
funds through forgery, alteration 
and manipulation of checks, we 
place him on guard against care 
lessness on his and his em- 
ployees’ part that may invite 
these criminal acts. He is con- 
stantly called upon to cope with 
some of the brainiest men in 
America, who make an organized 
business of forgery and allied 
crimes.” . 


Forgers in Foursomes 

“Professional forgers,” said Mr. 
Reed, in continuing, “frequently 
operate in bands of four. Each 
member is trained in his particu- 
lar work. This is the age of spe 
clalization and the crook realizes 
the advantages of being a spe- 
clalist in his methods. 

“Briefly described, they are: 

“The fnancier or ‘backer’— 
generally a successful gambler or 
underworld character. 


“The ‘scratcher—a skilled en- 
graver, whose fondness for dope 
and high life has disqualified him 
for following his trade with hon- 
orable connections. 

“The ‘picker-up’—an expert- 
enced sneak thief who can secure 
blank checks from offices and 
stores, yet often a well dressed, 
plausible salesman who secures 
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checks of small amounts from re. 
sponsible firms so that they may 
be duplicated or forged in large 
amounts. 

“The ‘presenter’ or ‘layer-down’ 
-—the professional] ‘con man,’ hav- 
ing the appearance of a success 
ful business man and executive, 
of delightful manners and ingra 
tiating personality, always quick- 
witted, never suspicious-looking 
or acting. 


Modus Operandi 


“With funds provided by the ~ 
‘backer,’ these operators will ar- 
rive in your city, establishing 
themselves in a residential sec- 
tion for a sixty or ninety-day 
stay. The ‘presenter’ opens 
checking accounts in four or five 
banks, depositing several thou- 
sand dollars in each bank. These 
accounts are kept ‘active’ by pass- 
ing good checks between the sev- 
eral accounts, and the ‘presenter’ 
impresses bis identity upon the 
tellers by an occasional cigar and 
remarks about the weather or 
business conditions. 

“Invariably, the ‘presenter’ wil! 
describe to an officer of the bank 
some business deal involving the 
investment of a considerable sum. 
The purchase of a factory site, 
the leasing of a tract of land or 
building—carried to the extent, 
in one case, of actually having 
blueprints made—some logical 
and reasonable plan which will 
pave the way for a heavy with- 
drawal without exciting suspicion. 

“In forger slang, that is the 
‘lay,’ and elaborate details are 
thought out, displaying ingenuity 
and creative ability to a remark- 
able degree to make the ‘lay’ ef- 
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fective when the signal or ‘office’ 
is given by the backer. 


Mail Attacked 


_ “Meanwhile, the ‘picker-up’ has 
been busy. He may work the of 
fice building or ‘caves,’ as they 


are known, closely following the 
first delivery of mail and taking 
letters left jammed in the mail 
slots of office doors; occasionally 


skeleton keys are used to open 
the office door so that the entire 


delivery can be ransacked. From 
the mail commercial checks are 
extracted and taken to the 


‘scratcher.’ Such checks can, if 
they are large enough, be simply 
indorsed and deposited at a later 


date, or else duplicated, as hap- 
pened to one check for $2700. 

“In that case seven copies 
were made, so cleverly that they 
were paid without question and 
even the maker of the original 
and genuine check could not pick 
it out from the seven forged du 
plicates. 

“If the amount is small, but the 
check drawn by a substantial 
firm, it may be raised and the 
date, number and payee’s name 
changed, in order to destroy its 
identity in case of a stop-payment 
order. All such work is done by 
the ‘scratcher,” who only needs 
the Innocent check for $1.50 as 
a key to your entire bank ac- 
count—for from it he secures 
your signature, the serial num- 
bers on your checks, the type of 
check you use, the type of type 
writer you use and the bank you 
deposit tn. 

“This for.ed and altered paper 
is passed to the ‘presenter’ who, 
on a given date agreed upon, 
deposits it, making the distribu- 
tion between the various accounts 
opened on their arrival. Gen- 
erally, but not always, such de 
posits are made just before the 
close of the banking day, on a 
Saturday. On the following 
Monday morning, before the 


checks have had time to ‘clear,’ 8 
heavy withdrawal is made at each 
bank, as agreed by the ‘present 
er’ in his ‘lay. Some money is 
left to avoid suspicion. All mem 
bers of the ‘paperbanger’s’ gang 
then leave for another city.” 


How They Work lit 


Mr. Reed cites the two follow-

er are up against in combatting 
forgery: A traveling man came 
into a little store in Ohio not & 
great while ago. He spread his 
literature out over the counter.

After he had written 
an order, he looked at bis 
watch and said to the owner of 
the store: 

“Gosh, it is pretty late. I am 
pretty hungry. 1 forgot to cash 
my check from the company. I 
wonder if you can cash the check 
for me?”

“But you have not extended 
your efforts properly to the pub- 
lic. An understanding public will 
be a reasonable one, so it seems 
a bit of effort along the line of 
educating the housewife to the 
proper use of ice would be of 
value to both the industry and 
the public. 

“The ice industry is rendering 
a very vital service to the peo. 
ple, but the nature of this serv- 
ice is such that the public will 
not be benefited to the greatest 
extent unless educated how to de- 
rive the maximum benefit. To 
the average housewife & piece of 
ice does not mean a block of pure, 
She has a vague 
picture in her mind of a ‘con- 
cocter’ in yon distant ice plant 
pouring quantities of ammonia 
(and, goodness knows, what else) 
into a can of water, gently stir- 
ring same and presently—presto, 
ice! 

“Then, too, @ have found the 
refrigerator to be the most ne 
glected and abused article of fur- 
niture in the house in many 
cases. Yet -.this condition of 
poorly selected, wrongly placed, 
improperly iced, used and cared 
for refrigerators did not mean 
carelessness or poor housekeep- 
ers, but simply that the people 
have not been informed thor. 
oughly on this subject of proper 
refrigeration, 


“In educating the housewives 
as to the manifold advantages 
and the proper uses of ice we 
shall benefit greatly the health 
and the living ‘conditions of the 
people everywhere. 

“What are you 
about it?” 

The question struck home and 
today ice compantes in ali parts 
of the nation are following the 
precedent established in Los An- 
geles and are creating personal 
service and public relations de- 
partments. But Los Angeles, as 
in many other things, was first. 
And the tdea that was born in 
the [linols ice woman's mind be- 


going to do. 


“ame an actuality in California, 


When Miss Evans took up her 
duties in Los Angeles she once 
more donned her ice man’s garb 
and spent some time ascertain- 
ing whether the observations she 
had made in Illinois were “ap 
plicable to California. They 
were, she found, to a great de- 
gree. The same problems con- 
fronted the housewife in Los An- 
geles as she had found in Spring- 
field, except that the wide vari- 
ance in temperature that came 
with the seasons in Illinois does 
not exist in this land of perpetual 
summer and sunshine. But, she 
found, the California ice box its 
called on to do year-round servy- 
ice. lee consumption is no heav- 
ier here, Miss Evans ascertained. 
because of the cool nights that 
follow even the warmest of Cali- 
fornia days. 

“Los Angeles has one of the 
most ideal climates to aid in re 


. frigeration,” she asserts. 


“Tt is 
not subjected to extremes in tem- 
perature, and the, natural humid- 
ity also is an asset. A certain 
amount of moisture is required 
for satisfactory refrigeration. 
Dry cold does not preserve meats, 
green vegetables and other foods 
as well as does a moist cold. 
That, in fact, is the secret of the 


successful ice box—proper air cir . 


culation, moisture and placing of 
foods in the refrigerator and the 
housewife need have little con- 
cern, for the quality of the foods 
will be maintained and the better 
health of her family will be In- 
sured.” 


Doctor of Ice Boxes 


Since she has started her work 
in Los Angeles the eyes of the 
ice makers of the nation have 
been turned on Miss Evans to 
determine how satisfactorily her 
“big idea” has worked out. One 
of her first steps in tnaugurating 
the department was to assign one 
man, an experienced refrigeration 
worker, to a new task and to 
hand him, so to speak, a title. 
His calling card might well read, 
“George T. Miller, D.1I.B..” the 
initials to be interpreted “doctor 
of ice boxes.” For Miller does 
nothing else from morn till night 
but minister to the “sick” refrig- 
erator. That was one of Miss 
Evans's ideas. 

“An ice consumer who Is at- 
tempting to get satisfactory re- 
sults from a defective ice box 
never will be a satisfied cus- 
tomer,” she explained. “So it is 


either is repaired or is pro- 
nounced beyond redemption, as 
the case may be. We give that 
service without cost to any user 
of ice in Los Angeles regardless 
of whose ice that user buys. 
Heretofore, the ice maker seemed 
to feel that his duty ended when 
the ice was delivered to the 
user.” 

Miss Evans makes scores of 
calls each week on housewives, 
talks before clubs and home eco- 
nomics students, lectur@s to do- 
mestic science classes and sends 
hundreds of letters of informa- 
tion from her department. 

She sometimes accompanies the 
ice man on his truck and calls on 
a few of the housewives, acting 
as a sort of plenipotentiary 


to bring about a better under- 
standing between the ice man 
and the customers along his 


route. In cases of a slight mis- 
understanding, she says, her vis- 
its often “pour oil on the trou- 
bled waters”—even though those 
“waters” are frozen. 

Miss Evans talks to the ice man 
from the viewpoint of the house- 
wife and to the housewives from 
the standpoint of the ice man. 
The problems of each’, become 
hers, she says, until she has 
worked out a satisfactory solu- 
tion. 

“No matter what those trou- 
bles may be,” she asserts, 
“they're mine until they cease to 
exist. Some of them are imagt- 
nary, some.are real, but all of 
them are problems that must be 
worked out. 

“Sometimes just the moving of 
an ice box from one location in 
the house to another is the solu- 
tion. Again the drainage system 
is not right and very often the 
placing of the food is wrong. I 
find the housewife is much more 
inclined to listen to me than if 
the same thing were‘told to her 
by the iceman. 

“That's one of the queer little 
quirks in human nature, I guess, 
for one woman to listen to an- 
other. Probably we're all so ac- 
customed to the joke about men 
doing all the Nstening that we 
feel we don't have to listen to 
men. So that's ane more achieve- 
ment fof the ice woman over the 
ice man.” 


Some Ice Problems 


During her career Miss Evans 
has called on more than 3500 
housewives and hes had both hu- 
morous and pathetic experiences. 

“Quite oftef,” she says, “I re- 
celve an SOS or lrurry-up call 
from some housewife who asks 
excitedly if I can came out right 
away becatse she’é in a ‘terrible 
predicament with the refriger- 
ator.” 

“Recently I received that sort 
of a call and I responded in fire 
department time. 

“The woman in distress was a

“We took a couple of minutes 
for a good laugh, then I gave her 
a little lecture against putting 
any food where it will come ta 
contact with the ice, also against 
letting her ice supply get so low 
that the rest of the refrigerator 
was not kept Cool enough to fune 
tion properly. 

“Of course, I looked up the fee 
man and told him what had hap 
pened, incidentally telling him f 
thought he had been somewhat 
careless, too. He promised toe 
‘trap’ no more steaks.” 

On occasions Miss Evans has 
the opportunity to play the “Good 
Samaritan” role in @ very prac 
tical way. 

“I went out to a home one day,” 
she related, “to find out why «@ 
family had discontinued taking 
ice from Us. 

“A frail, worn woman afiswered 
the door and I told her my mis- 
sion. As I talked I heard a man 
coughing violently and the crying 
of a baby inside the home. Be 
fore she told her story, I knew 
that I had found another of those 
cases where sympathy and help 
probably would do more good 
than advice. 

“"We had to quit taking ice,” 
the woman told me, ‘because my 
husband has been sick and we 
have a hard time getting just a 
little food. Then the baby got 
sick, too. I guess I wasn't adle 
to keep her milk properly with- 
out ice.’ 

“"May I come in and see the 
sick ones?’ I asked her. 

“She led the way into an im 
maculately clean but rather 
cheaply furnished home, and I

Should the conference succeed in 
its mission, and there is no rea- 
son to believe that it will not, ef- 
fective means will ‘be devised to 
protect ocean and river communl- 
tiles in the United States from 
losses involving damages to bath- 
ing beaches, shore properties, pub- 
le health, fire hazards and de- 
struction of marine and wild life. 

Buch losses have been estimated 
by Federal authorities at millions 


of dollars annually and found by 
them to constitute a real menace 
to the nation as a whole.

The committee's report, submit- 
ted after exhaustive investigations 
of pollution in Ameérican waters, 
‘inland and coastal, showed the Sec- 
retary that more complaints of oil 
pollution have been made since 
Congress passed the Poliction 
Act in 1924 than had been made 
previous to that enactment. Ques- 
tionnaires sent out by the War De- 


-/ partment to Coast Guard units, the 


report revealed, proved the exist- 
ence of pollution along the At- 
lantic, Gulf, Great Lakes and Pa- 
cific coasts. 

According to the committee, 
practically all agencies engaged in 
the production, transportation, 
handling or use of oil must be re- 
garded as actual or potential land 
sources of ofl pollution of coastal 
territorial waters. The principa! 
sources are listed numerically as 
follows: field operators, oll ter- 
minals and loading points, refine- 
ries, gas plants, industrial plants, 
ship repair yards, railroads using 
or transporting oll and sewer sys- 
terms discharging waste automobile 
olls and greases. 

The marine sources are enumer- 
ated as: 

For territorial waters, sea-ro- 
ing, oll-burning and ol!-cargo 
ships: other floating craft, includ- 
in coal-burning ships, tug boats, oll 
barges, floating dry -docks and in- 
land water oil-burning and olil- 
cargo vessels. For ngn territorial 
waters, sea-going, oll-burning and 
oll-cargo ships, discharge of oil- 
contaminated ballast, bilge and 
other waters; cleaning and flush- 
ing tanks at eea; accidents, includ- 
ing stranding, collision and sink- 
ing; and other sea-going craft. 

Effects of oil pollution upon bath- 
ing beaches and shore properties, 
the committee declared, were “fre- 
quently injurious and tend to in- 
jure the value of property, since 
nonindustrial] seaside property de- 
rives ite value primarily from the 
recreational and esthetic advan- 
tages of a clean beach and clean 
water. 

“Oll pollution increases the fire 
hazard to shore structures and 
floating craft. 

“A survey of coastal conditions 
indicates that marine and wild life 
have been adversely affected by oll] 
pollution. 

“Investigations indicate that the 
fishing industry suffers from oll 
pollution primarily due to the driv- 
ing of fish from their accustomed 
spawning and feeding grounds and 
the fouling of boats and fishing 
gear. 

“Birds coming in contact with 
massés of heavy oil may become 
so fouled that they cannot resume 
flight and may seubsequently per- 
ish.” 

The committee held that since 
its study had been conducted pri- 
marily with a view to stimulating 
internationa!] prohibition of oll pol- 
lution, it would not attempt to rec- 
ommend preventive measures for 
pollution originating on land. That 
phase of the pollution problem, it 
said, “can be dealt with so far as 
may be deemed advisable by na- 
tional or local law or regulations.” 
A similar view was taken of pre- 
ventive measures applicable to pol- 
lution originating in territorial wa- 
ters. 

Regarding pollution originating 
on the high seas, however, the 
committee expressed the convic- 
tion that the elimination of high- 
seas pollution matters by interna- 
tional agreement would result in a 
decided decrease of pollution in the 
territorial waters. 

Three recommendations designed 
to achieve the elimination of pol- 
lution on the high seas were sub- 
mitted to Secretary Kellogg and 
are virtually certain to be brought 
to the attention of the conference 
when it convenes next month. They 
are: 

(1.) That ships be prohibited 
from pumping out oll or olly mix- 
tures at sea and that they be re- 
quired to utilize facilities in ‘har- 
bors for the collection and disposal! 
of such accumulations. 

(2.) That the discharge of of! 
or olly 
distance of any shore be prohib- 
ited and that ship officers be re- 
quired to make suitable log entries 
covering discharges of oils. 

(3.) That each oil-burning ofr 
cargo ship be equipped with a de- 


vice which would separate out the/i 


oll or olly part of the mixtures,

SPANISH GROUP 


Zuloaga’s portrait of Antonio 
La Callega, a:Spanish dancer, is 
one of the three Spanish works in 
this #roup. As El Greco wads the 


Zuloaga dominates the 
modern ecene. This striking can- 
vas was painted in 1908, when Zu- 
loaga had developed the biend of 
Iberian reali4m and his personal 
decorative treatment into the 
clearly defined patterning which 
we associate with his name. Paint- 
ed in rose and gray, with only the 
faintest suspicion of yellow for re- 
lief, amazin color tones are 
evoked on this simple scale to 
convey that restrained, but pas- 
sionate, “Soul of Spain,” which 
Havelock Ellis tells ue lies in her 
women, and most of all in that 
dwindling race of dancers, one of 
whom the artist hag here immor- 
talized. This picture was shown in 
European and American exhibi- 
tions, is similar in many respects 
to the one in the Art Inatitute of 
Chicago, and has often been repro- 
duced color as one of Zuloaga’s 
foremost works. 

The remaining Spanish member 
of the group is Ramon fe Zubiaur- 
re. .In his decorative tendencies 
he ie akin to Zuloaga, but he -‘in- 
dulges in the use of pure, strong 
color to a much greater extent. In 
this picture, an arrangement of 
four “Sailors of Ondarroa,”’ bril- 
liant reds, blues and whites in 
their clothing are played skiliful- 
ly against the cool waters of the 
harbor. The strong decorative 
manner, combined with intensely 
realistic drawing, is typical of the 
eraft which saved modern 
Spanish art from more inooherent 
expressionism of her French. Ital- 
lan and German neighbors. The 
work makes an excellent compan- 
ion to the recently purchased “Old 
Folks” by the painter's brother, 
Valentin, whose manner is more 
restrained, less colorful and per- 
haps more subtly employed to de- 
pict character. 

AGE OF PLEASURE 

A pieture deserving the great 
popularity it will receive is Nat- 
tier’s portrait of Lovis XV and 
Mme. de Baurbon-Conti painted 
in “fete-galante” costume as Mars 
and Venus.

Ih fete-day dress, 
ltallan men, women and children, 
headed by a band, march down a 
decorated East Side New York 
street, as through some gloomy 
canyon. The fire escapes are 
alive with voluble onlookers. It 
ig one of the series from that 
East Side which Sloan has inter- 
rreted so skilfully and syinpa- 


thetically. 

The other picture depicts a 
Moorish courtyard In jeweled 
color. A turbaned and loose-robed 
figure stands amid richly woven 
rugs and metal luster ware. It 
in the work of Douglas Arthur 
Teed, who spent many years in the 
Orient. 

These eleven works. added to 
the other gifts from individuals 
and clubs, many of them quite as 
important as those describe:! 
Above, supplemented by a superb 
Meertrovic bas-relief in marble and 
one of this master’s drawings. both 
rurchased by the Fine Arts Sv- 
clety, all the largest upper gal- 
lery.

European audiences in general 
and Engliah-speaking people 
abroad, in particular, are becom- 
ing fed up on the over-adver- 
tised motion-picture players of this 
country. 

They also are bored with the 
films produced here that are con- 
ecious, or sometimes unconscious 
imeulte to English or foreign life 
and intélligence. The lest-named 
phase is a growing source of ridi- 
cule and irritation against certain 
American productions. 

These facts, in the opinion of 
H. Sheridan Bickers, dramatic 
critic of the Lendon Dally Ex- 
press, are the predisposing causes 
of the growing agitation in En- 
giand and the European countries 
against the unlimited exhibition of 
American cinemas abroad. 

Bickers, who has just arrived 
from England to make a survey 
of cinema activities here for his 

per and also to write up Hol- 

4 for the Theater World and 
the Illustrated Stage Review of 
London, canvassed the situation 
overseas before he left home. 

He declares he is nonpartisan, 
as he ie an American film fan him- 
self, although he does think Bert 
Lytell was veryemuch miscast in 
the role of Lord Windermere in 
“Lady Windermere’s Fan.” This, 
in the course of the Interview, was 
the only personal objection he 
made against an American pro- 
duction. 


PATRIOTIC OBJECTORS 


Basing his statements upon ob- 
servations made in an unusually 
wide area, which even includ 
Asia as well as the European coun- 
tries and Great Britain, Bickers 
says he is convinced that this agi 
tation does not come from dis- 
gruntied fans but from a certain 
class of what might be termed 
“patriots.” 

“When one realizes the startling. 
fact,” says Bickers, “that nearly 
one-third of America’s total film 
market today lies in British terri- 
tory. thie anti-American film cam- 
paign will be seen to constitute a 
serious menace to the further de- 
velopment of America’s national 
art and fourth largest industry. 

“It behooves every American 

triot to take an active interest 
n this country’s greatest medium 
of publicity and to exercise a jeal- 


ous regard for the quality and 
quantity of tts film experts 
abroad.” 


WANT HUMAN APPEAL 


Fair-minded Engli#h audiences, 
Bickers deciares, care Iittle or 
nothing for the national sources of 
their entertainment as long as that 
entertainment is of the kind that 
appeals. But they do believe that 
if America wants to hold the mir- 
ror up to nature it would be best 
for this country to confine itself 
to its own life and.customs. 

Bickers discovered that another 
excuse for the anti-American film 
lies in the fact that the quantity 
vastly exceeds the quality of its 
output. This, however, he believes 
is ing rapi¢cly adjusted by the 
ever-increasing excellence of the 
cinema technique and by the 
American producers’ prodigal but 
far-seeing expenditure in order toe 
secure the best possible talent in 
the writing of photoplays. 

“When American producers will 
pay as much-for their stories as 
they do for their shooting stars,” 
continued Bickers, “this cause for 
complaint will be removed. They 
have yet to realize, it seems-——what 
most motion-picture lovers have 
long felt—that a big story can be 
put over with a small star, but 
that ow star, however big, can put 
over & small story. 

“Tt is true a big director may-—— 
but how many film fans look for, 
much less remember, the name of 
a director?” 

Bickers is of the opinion that 
the day is on its way when mo- 
tion-picture producers may find it 
more profitable to advertise their 
directors instead of their so-called 
stars, “who,” he “seldom re- 
celve more than thelr directors’

salaries and still more seldom 
earn such princely remunera- 
tions.” 

“Slowly but surely,” declares the 
critic, “we vare beginning te see 
that it is the underexploited stories 
that count, rather than the over- 
advertised stars. 

“The world is sick of ‘supers,’ 
whether in the guise of overdevel- 
oped productions or our overex- 
posed stars. And it is starving for 
big stories, not in the sense of big 
spectacies, but in the sense of in- 
tense human appeal. 

“I am sure also that far more 
good stories have been made finan- 
cial failures abroad by injudicious 
advertising and wrong methods of 
publicity than inferior successes 
have been saved by expensive ad- 
vertising or by the still more ex- 
pensive but more effective pur- 
chase of controlled theaters.

Cleone Knox Demurely Reveals the Eighteenth Century 
Miss as Very Modern and Anita Loos Shows Us the 
Faint Heart of a Gold-digger

A sprightly narrative, dotted 
with uncalled-for capital letters and 
othegarchaic devices to give it 
tbe of authenticity. 
Thatany one can be deceived into 
thinking it the diary of the naive 
ant coy Cleone Knox, written down 
by Her own hand in the year 1764- 
5. seems out of the question. It has 
anachronisms, such as the mention 
of the “Castle of Otranto” being 
received in as one of a package of 
books, at a date that is just a lit- 
tle too early for even the first 
printing of that famous romance 
by Horace Walpole. And then, 
too, ite interpretation of the eight- 
eenth century young Woman is a 


little too modern, though it is 
cleverly done, possibly by some 
chuckling descendant of the gen- 
teel Cleone. 

But the book as a rapid-moving 
account of life as seen through the 
eves of a self-willed, pleasure- 
loving though demure-appearing 
matfa of the period, is an amusing 
tale. Ite characteristic note is 
struck on the first page: 

“This morning had a vastly un- 
nieasant interview with ny Father. 
Last night Mr. Ancaster. who is the 
indiscreetest young man in the 
world. was seized suddenly while 
riding home along the shore with 
the desire to say good night to me. 
He climbed the wall, the. postern 
mate being locked at that late 
hour, and had the Boldness to at- 
tempt to ciimb the ivy below my

THE STRANGER WITHIN THE GATES. 
By C. Nina Boyle. Thomas Seltzer, 
New York.

Although termed by the publish- 
ers a mystery story, “The Stranger 
Within the Gates” contains back- 
ground and characterization which 
make it a melodramatic novel. 
There is likewise a sympathy. un- 


derstanding and probability about 
it such ag few mystery tales pos- 
sess 


The convincingness of the story 
of a dual personality lies in Misa 
Boyle's development of her hero, 
Watto Southern, who changes 
ewiftly and inexplicably from a 


\quiet, studious youth to a daredevil 


rowdy, entirely innocent of his 
real identity. This transformation, 
coming at unexpected § intervals 
during his life, is the basis of a 
plot of more than ordinary Inter- 
est. As he grows older the quiet 
young student becomes a swash- 
buckling sailor, falls in love, mar- 
ries and in reverting to his pre- 
vious personality almost makes a 
tragedy of the romance of his 
young wife. The life of a man 
who finds it impossible to relate 
his two personalities although 
is responsible for the acts of the 
other is bound to be melodramatic. 
The resulting complications include 
a suspicion of two murders, a near 
romance with a young woman oth- 
er than his wife, and the despair of 
his parents. The conclusion of the 
story is novel, although hardly as 
convincing as the earlier chapters. 
By effective characterization, 
particulariy of the hero and his 
young wife, Miss Boyle enhances 
the probability of the narrative. 
To have a detective in love pre- 
sents new possibilfties in mystery 
fiction; usually he ig too much of 
a superman for euch a universal 
experience.

Planning _ Director Tells 
Realty Students of Gain in 
Population 


The rapidity of Los Angeles 
growth waa revealed to a class in 
general real estate in the Metro- 
politan College of the University of 


Southern California Monday eve- 
ning by G. Gordon Whitnall, city 
planning director, when he told the 
students that a survey of part of | 
East Hollywood showed that 62 per 
cent of the lots were vacant prop 
erty five years ago whereas today 
the report of a similar investiga- 
tion cuts the percentage of unim- 
proved property in haif, or 31 per 
cent, 

Mr. Whitnall lectured on “City 
Planning and Realty Values,” and 
he etated that surveys of different 
sections of Los Angeles uncovered 
the fact that one out of every three 
lots was set aside for business pur- 
poses. He also explained that 
present data indicated that the ra- 
tio of business lots to residential | 
lote was remaining stationary over 
a period of time. 

At a recent national city plan-' 
ning. conference held in Florida’ 
Mr. itnall gave the results of 
some of the Los Angeles investiga- 
tions on relationship of business 
to residential property and the 
convention evinced an unprecedent- 
ed interest In the findings. “We 


found this was the first time that 
an actual study cf this phase of 
city development has beet made,” 
said Mr. Whitnall.

Nestling at the foot of the ma- 
jestic San Jacinto Mountains, on 
the westerr. rim of the great Col- 
orado Desert, the town of Palm 
Springs, long known to Califor- 
nians as an ideal winter resort and 
place of residence, has within the 
last few years come into national 
recognition. Visitors to Southern 
California from ali pointa of the 
United States now come to Palm 
' Springs to spend a few days or a 
few weeks in the bracing desert 
air of the winter months, and the 
hotels of Palm Springs, crowded 
»te capacity throughout the season, 
are making extensive additions to 
meet the demand for space. 

Palm Springs derives its. name 
from the groves of native . palm 


by. The age of these trees, magn!- 
ficent specimend of the ashing- 
ton palm, is estimated by experts 
at more than 500 years, and the 
sight of these ancient palms, bor- 
dering the water courses of the can- 
yons, is one of the most remark- 
able sights in the country. Pres- 
ervation of the trees, including 
the. groves in Palm, Murray and 
Andreas Canyons is assured 
through recent action of Congress, 
which has set aside the territory in 
which they are located as a na- 
tional monument. 

The community also takes its 
name from the Agua Caliente, the 
hot springs on the Indian reser- 
vation near the town. These 
springs were well known to the 
pioneers of the early days, who 
stopped there for rest and water 
on their way to the coast regions. 


WINTER CLIMATE MILD 
Located at fhe foot of the San 
Jacinto Mountains, which rises to 
a height of more than 10,000 feet 


above the floor of the desert, Palm 
Springs occupies a unique position, 
not only scenically, but climatical- 
ly as well. A constant supply of 
pure mountain water for domestic 
purposes is obtained from the 
snows of the lofty peaks of. the 
San JacintO range, and protected 
by these mountains, Paim Springs 
is seldom visited by the sand and 
dust storms which are common to 
the desert. Additional water is ob- 
tained from the Whitewater River, 
originating in the San Bernardino 
Mountains, the greater part of this 
Water being used for irrigating 
purposes.

The designing of the good house 
of diminuitive size requires more 
than average ability. In the large 


house there is room for mistakes; 
plenty of epace to waste, and usual- 
ly considerable money to cover all 
costs. This is not to say that large 
houses are usually bungled, but 
rather that a corridor not atrictly 
necessary, a few superfluous square 
feet here and there, cannot mar 
the success of the large house, 
while a misplaced eix-inch space 
may be very important in the plan 
of a smaller h e. 

It is only fai* to architects. too, 
that the keenly competitive 
mature of their profession and the 
inevitable “cost of doing business” 
have made it largely impossible for 
them to, lavish as much work as 
they desire on the small house. The 
resuit has been that the semall 
house has too *frequentiy heen 
culled from a book of ready-made 
plang or left to the uninspired 
hand. of some contractor, whose 
iden of a plan has often seemed 
to comeist of a large box, horizon- 
tally and vertically divided into 
eight equal compartments called 
rooms. There ars distinctions to 
be drawn as among contractors 
and their tastes. 

Until recent years the small 
house of real architectural merit 
has been lamentably rare. In sev- 
eral highly intelligent subd'vision 
developments Southern California 
has demonstrated for some years 
past that the small house may be 
well designed. It is possible that 
we are now on the threshold of 
an era of more general public an- 
preciation of the distinction be- 
tween architecture and building. 

In appraising the small house 
as an architectural design, the 
most natural beginning is to place 
it beside the more generally fa- 
milidr criterion—the English cot- 
tage. 

Spontaneous sdmiration and ac- 
ceptance of this type, however. 
like spontaneous admiration + and 
cceptance of anything, is unsafe. 
One is likely to be so charmed by 
the picturesque extertor of the En- 
elish cottage that he forgets to 
consider the interior. 

Externally, the English archi- 
tects have made the most of their 
problem, freely using unusual ma- 
terials, often local, ih an admir- 
ably colloquial manner with ex- 
pressive efaftemanship, resulting 
a emali dwelling of picturesque 
mass and detai:, with quaint win- 
dows and chimneys. ‘

HINTS FOR GOOD INTERIORS

WHEN WARM WRATHER COME 

Few people realize what a pleas- 
ant, restful change may be effect- 
ed by a slight variation in the col- 
or scheme of their home during the 
summer months. Not only color, 
but the very texture of things with 
which one comes in contact pro- 
duces a reaction of warmth or 
coolness. 

The best and simplest example I 
can cite ia that of the heavy over- 
stuffed furniture that is found in 
the living-room of nearly every 
home today. For the most part 
these pieces are covered with vel- 
our or mohair in dark shades. The 
texture of these fabrics, especially 
the mohair, produces a feeling of 
warmth. ¥F a nominal sum 
slip covers may be made in light- 
weight linens, cretonnes or glazed 
chintz. These can be obtained in 
cool, light colors and in some cases 
are washable. They brighten and 
change the whole appearance of 
the interior and may be easily re- 
moved and put away for next year. 
A very pleasing effect is secured by 
having drapes made from the same 
fabric to temporarily replace the 
heavier hangings. any house- 
wives even fo #0 far as to store 
the heavier pieces of furniture and 
replace them with reed or wicker 
during the summer months.

The whole 
process requires cons derable ekill 
to obtain eatiafactory result«. Most 
canvas rune thirty-six inches in 
width and the weight and quality 
vary in accordance with the pur- 
chaser’s pocketbook and the final 
finish he wishes it to receive.

Buy a lot you can finance on! 
Don’t let untutored prejudice, or 
worse, high-pressure 
induce you to buy a lot that will 
be an usound investment. The 
purchase of a home is one of the 
most important business ventures 
in the life of the average family. 

It ig not good business to buy 
a lot that you can't sell any time 
on short notice without sacrifice. 
The easy-to-sell lot is good se- 
eurity if youw Want to borrow 
money to help build the house, or 
afterward (vacant lots are not 
good, security.) and on it the 
‘lender will advance liberally and 
at low interest. But beware of 
the lot that is going to be hard to 
sell. 

If you heed the following sug- 
gestions, you will be fairly free 
from the danger of buying «a 
hard-to-sel) lot: 

Don't buy too far from trans- 
portation. You may not mind 
walking, but most people object to 
it; the lack of a common carrier 
works a particular hardship on 
the women. 

Den't buy too close to trans- 


portation, Avoid streets with 
nolay traffic. 
Corner residence lots are not 


much more desirable than inside 
lots because the advantages of in- 
creased light and air are offset by 
increased noise, tares, and assess- 
ments for street maintenance and 
improvements. 

Don’t buy unless the street work 
is in. You may not mind the mud 
and dust, but the appraiser may 
come on a wet day; moreover, 
there will be assesements later. 

Don't buy in districts that are 
inundated in times of heavy rains. 

Don't ploneer too much. Unless 
the district is fairly well built wp, 
you can't tell what kind of build- 
ings will go in, or when; also, if 
but few people live in a district 
there must be some good reason for 
it.

‘TREASURE HUNT 
STILL MYSTERY 


Promoter Believed to be 
Hiding With Wealth 


Searchers Dig Huge Hole in 
Side of Mountain 


Hundreds of Mexicans Put 
‘Savings in Project 


(SPEXTAL FOREIGN CORRESPONDENT. | 


this good day many people of 
Orizaba believe Fernandez Pelliter 
is living a life of luxury in some 
remote part of Mexico or perhaps 
in the United States, and that he 
actually came into possession. of 
a treasure of fabulous value when 
his force of 600 peons excavated 
a@ great hole in the gide of the Bar- 
ranea of Texamalaca. 


If Pelliter perpetrated a hoax it 
was a gigantic piece of trickery. 
It was forty-five years ago that 


this great treasure hunt took 
place, Fernandez Pelliter had 
lived here for many years. He 


his reputation for honesty was all 
that could be desired. He had at- 
tracted no great amount of atten- 
tion until he one day proclaimed 
to the public In general and to his 
trusted friends in particular, that 
he had come into possession of 
plans, documents and papers, 
which located, without a shadow 
of a doubt, the place where a vast 
treasure in silver, gold and precious 
gems had been hidden by robbers 
who had taken it from one of the 
convoys, which in the Spanish days, 
made their way from the coast to 
the capital. This treasure, he 
said, was hidden on the top of 
Mt. Orizaba, in the Barranca of 
Texamalaca, the great cut that 
crosses the brow of the peak fac- 
ing to the south 

The story was so well told, all 
the circumstantial evidences were 
s0 well grouped together, and the 
man apparently so simple-hearted 
and so earnest in his assertions 
that ths public of Mexico was tak- 
en, as it were! by storm. 


BECOMES PROMOTER

issued shares, too, and sold them. 
In fact, after the first advertis- 
ing had been well done, he had no 
difficulty in floating them all. Peo- 
ple tumbled over one another in 
their efforts to get them.

haciendadoes, diplomats, governors 
of States, men in all walks of life, 
rich ana poor, all vied with one 
another for a chance at sharing 
in the burted treasure upon the | 
top of the stately snow-crowned | 
peak that looked proudly over 
miles of extent of the hotlands, 

The shares were all sold: and. 
had the co ny been organized 
with twice many, they would 
undoubtedly have been sold, too, for 
Mexico seemed to have gone treas- 
ure mad. 

And the expedition that was or- 
ganized to go treasure hunting was 
worthy of the genius of the man 
who had organized the treasure- 
frove company and sold the stock. 
Five hundred workmen, with a 
complete excavating outft were en- 
gaged: and the rurales of the dis- 
trict were sent to the scene of 
the proposed excavations to keep 
order. All Mexico was on the qui! 
vive, and expectations ran high. 

One night, some time after theo 
treasure-trove expedition set out 
for the Barranca de Texamalaca, 
the town of Orizgaba was sleeping 
quietly, when suddenly the com- 
mander of the garrison was roused 
by a hurried call and was informed 
that an Indian wished to see him 
at once on a matter of life and 
death. Hurriedly the commander 
rose, and still more hurriediy 
dressed. Then he descended to 
where the Indian was waiting for 
him in the stone-paved patio of 
the barracks. The latter appeared 
to be completely worn out from 
overexertion and so tired that he 
could hardly speak. He handed 
the commander a dirty and crum- 

led paper which read as fol- 


‘Treasure discovered. Work- 
men have munitied and turned up- 
on their bosses, have murdered 
them and seized the treasure. Sen’ 
help at once.” 


SOLDIERS SENT 


There was hurrying to and fro 
of soldiers, saddling of horses and 
mules and bustling about «uch as 
the old barracks had not seen for 
many a long day. But soon a 
company of well-armed soldiers’ 
was on the way to the scene of 
the tragedy. Seldom have men 
marched as they did. They had 
before them the excitement of g0- 
ing against badiy armed peons, of 
stripping them of their ill-gotten 
treasure and of incidentally get- 
ting a share of that same treasure 
themselves. They were going, too, 
to the scene of one of the greatest 
and most romantic tragedies that 
Mexico had ever witnessed. 

The distance from Orizaba to 
the Barranca de Texmalaca i« a 
good twelve miles, so the relief 
expedition was well tired eut be- 
fore it reached there; for the road 
is for the most part up the side 
of the great mountain peak. When 
they got close to the place, their 
fears were confirmed, for the 
stillness of death reigned on the 
side of the extinct volcano. Not 
® watchfire was burning, not a 
sentry was on duty, not a sign of 
mcvement anywhere. The gray 
streaks of light were already ap- 
pearing in the sky and the 200 
soldiers approached the barranca 
expecting to find the bodies of the 
murdered men. But when the re- 
lief party came to the camp they 
found every one asleep and no one 
injured. The wholy story of the 
massacre had been a huge hoax. 

And, meanwhile, the people of 
Orizaba awaited anxiously the re- 
turn of @ messenger bringing news 
of the extent of the treasure found 
and thé number of men who had 
fallen vict'ms to the cupidity of 
the peons.

Roy D. Chapin, chairman of the 
board of directors of the Hudson 
Motor Car Company, was one of 
the most prominent speakers. 

“Already the investment in high- 
way transport. if many countries 


ways,’ he told..the convention. 
“This has recently become true in 
America, where the yearly expen- 
diture for highway transport is al- 
most $8,000,000,000. No form of 
transportation can survive unless 
it serves the public economically, 
quick and regularly. The vast 
expenditures in highways and ve- 
hicies challenge the interest of the 
younger generation and they shouid 
be encouraged in their desire for 
collegiate training in highway en- 
gineering or highway transport 
engineering.

Prophecies made by Sir William Letts, president of the Society 


ef Motor Manufacturers and Traders, Ltd.,

yaised a storm of discussion which, it is declared, may have a decided 
influence on the type of emall car manufactured In America in the 


near future. 

In it Sir William cites the de- 
velopment of the BEuropean-type 
emall car and applies the result» 


of this car in performance and 
economy to American  require- 
ments. Hie close knowledge of 
American road conditions leads 
him to the conclusion that the 
narrow treed and emal!l body of 
the European car will never find 
favor here, but“ he presents rea- 
sons why he believes the short 
wheelbage and highly efficient en- 
gine construction should be adopt- 
ed. His knowledge of American 
manufacturing methods also leads 
him te the conclusion that the 
price for a car favoring the Euro- 
pean trend will not be out of line 
with present prices asked among 
producers of small cars. 
His opinions cover the following 
ints: The European manufac- 
turer building in far less quanti- 
ties, has been able to nd *n 
— amount of time and effort 
eveloping h's product. These are 
through increased motor 
efficiency, highly developed chassis 
and the use of fine ma- 
terials. The European small-car 
motor is of the high-speed type 
small in bore, long in stroke and 
ranging from twenty to thirty 
horsepower in various models. *

'BIRDMAN’S ROUTE CHARTED 


Charting the air is the latest 
activity of the touring bureau of 
the Automobile Club of Southern 
California, when the new aerial 
mall was established between Los 
Angeles and Salt Lake. The road 
maps of the Aute Club were 
brought into play by the scout pi- 
lots just as when the ‘round-the- 
world fiyers found these charted 
highways their best guides. 

Naturally the airmen, as do new 
motorists, wanted the shortest 
route. The club was called upon 


to furnish one of ite expert char- 
ters in the person of George &. 
Woodward, who literally wae 
“given the air.” With Maj. C. C. 
Moseley, and armed with road 
maps of the Arrowheal Trail which 
formerly had been used by fyers, 
a ecouting trip was made and the 


detailed from the fiyer’s 
standpoint instead’! of the 


usual 
highway charting. Valleys, moun- 
tains, dry lakes, railways, possible 
landing fields, towns, deserts, and 
all landmarks which will be of 
use to the flyers were noted. From 


these notes a new map was made 


by the club, known aa the air lane 
map which has been distributed to 
all the mal) pilots. It is believed 
to be the first of ite kind ever 
produced by a motoring organiza- 
tion, and is taken to indicate the 
rapid progress made for trans- 
portation, as it was less than * 
quarter of a century ago when the 
firet road maps were charted for 


the guidance of motorists In this 


territory. 

The alr map shortened the 4is- 
tance to Salt e by ninety-three 
miles, as via the Arrowhead Trals 
route the distance is 7738 
from Los Angeles, and the air 
route distance is 680 miles. 

The charting was done from an 
elevation of between 4000 and 5000 
feet, as at this height the coun- 
try appears es a giant relief map. 
All roade, arroyos, railroads, towns, 
large buildings, and even wind- 
mille, are easily discernible and 
several miles of territory may be 
taken in at a single glance. 

The radio is also utilised in this 
new alr mall service. The huge 
planes are being equipped with re- 
eeiving sets and broadcasting wil! 
be done at Los Angeles, Las Vegas, 
Nev., and Salt Lake City. The 
flyers will be kept in touch at all 
times with prevailing weather con- 
ditions, threatening storms, direc- 
tion of storms, wind velocity, snow 
and other atmospheric isturb- 
ances along their lane of trevel. It 
ia believed this will be highly im- 
portant in maintaining echedules, 
as advance knowledge will enabie 
the fiyers to overcome the dis- 
advantage of encountering wunex- 
pected weather conditions. 

One’ of the unique features of 
the charting trip was the discov- 
ery in Southern Utah of a huge 
city of ants. This appeared to the 
fiyerse much like a shell-marked 
battle field, but close investigation 
revealed that the dome-like struc- 
tures with black circles at the top 
were ant hills. No other inhabi-

JORDAN I8 DEAD 
The Associated Press sent out a 
report from Washington on May 
8 which read: “Alfred Jordan is 
dead here today;" but gave no 
particulars of his death and at 


time of golng to press I ve re- 
ceived no other news of his pass- 
“Ing away. 

Alfred went to Fiorida in 
February to attend the St. Peters- 
burg Tournament and, as he had 
never been to Cuba, took a run 
over to Havana before starting 
north again. He was giving ex- 
hibitions on his way north and 
the last report I saw told of an 
exhibition at Spartanburg, 5&8. C. 
His tour was to end in Detroit, 
Mich., where he has been making 
his headquarters the past year or 
two. 


Mr. Jordan was born in Lon- 
don, Eng., November 6, 1879, so 
would have been 56 years of age 
his next birthday. He first came 
into prominence as a checker 
player in 1890 when he won the 
championship of London. Two 
years later he won the champion- 
ship of England, and won both on 
mumerous occasions after that. 


In 1910 he etarted on a tour 
which took him through Australia, 
United States and Canada. He 
danded in San Francisco, January 
13, 1911, and announced his in- 
‘tention of becoming an American 
citizen. After touring the United 
States and Canada he decided on 
making Toledo, O., his permanent 
domicile and commenced writing 
insurance for the Provident Life 
and Trust Company of Philadel- 
phia. In December of the same 
year he returned to England for 
his family and earthly belongings, 
and incidentally to play in the 
Scottish Tourney of January, 1912, 
which he won by defeating James 
Ferrie in the finals, 1 to 0 and il 
draws. 


As soon as he could straighten 
out his affairs in England, he again 
set sail for the “Land of the Free,” 
bringing his son with him. In 
Boston on April 4 he took out his 
first naturalization papers. His 
final papers were delivered to him 
in Los Angeles in 1916. 


He played in five American 
tournaments and came out second 
in all but the fourth, when he 
divided third and fourth money 
with J. B. Hanson. In the second 
and third he was beaten in the 
findis by the late Hugh Hender- 
son; tn the feurth he lost to John 
PF. Horr in the semifinals; in the 
fifth he was defeated by Asa Long 
in the finals; and in the sixth he 
lost in the finals to the present 
American champion, 8. Gonotsky. 


Jordan had a wonderful memory 
and probably knew more pub- 
lished play’than any of the mas- 
tere—past or present—eand was 
also a strong cross-board player. 


“Artful Alf.” as he was often 
called, did lots toward making 
checkers as popular as it is today, 
and his name will always be one 
for the votaries of Dama to con- 
jure with. ‘

Dusevoir Sets 
New Record 
on PeakC limb 


For the first time in the history 
of the Mount Wilson trail a fully 
equipped stock car carrying an ¢x- 
tra passenger has climbed the ten 
miles of steep grade in high gear, , 
it is claimed. 

The high-gear test was success- 
fully accomplished under the offi- 
cial observation of a member of 
the staff’ of one of Pasadena's 
newspapers who made affidavit as 
to use of high géar only, standard 
gear ratio one full equipment of 


the car. 
Jules Dusevoir, field engineer 
for the Fiint factory, drove the 


car, which is one of the new sixty 
touring models introduced this 
year. He used the same car with 
which he successfully climbed the 
Waterman Canyon grade on the 
Lake Arrowhead road recently 
when he carried an extra passen- 
ger and set a new record there. 
The Mount Wilson road is a nay- 
row one-way trail with frequent 
turn-outs for passing of machines 
but the turns are numerous and 
sharp. It is a read that can be 
safely traveled by the public, for 
thousands of motorists have made 
the trip to the large observatory 
on the summit with safety and 
comfort but they used their second 
and low gears to climb the steeper 
parts of the grades which positive- 
ly prevent any speed on account of 
the sharp turna. 

Dusevoir made the t..st under or- 

dinary traffic conditions as no po- 
icing of the road was requested, 
there being no danger to traffic 
from a high-gear test as the speed 
of the car must necessarily be slow. 
It was power and lots of it,: he 
claims, that was the main factor in 
the success of the test in reaching 
the 6000-foot summit without shift- 
ing gears. 
An interesting intident of the 
trip was the sight of two deer near 
the upper end ocf-the road who 
stood quietly in the brush as the 
car slipped past them. 

A certain element of risk was in- 
jected into the irip on account of 
a dense fog that had been hang- 
ing over the mvuntain side for 
some days. In many places the 
blanket of grey made vision impos- 
sible for a distance of 100 feet. 
This required most cautious driv- 
ing. for other cars were coming 
down the road and the sharp turns 
were concealed until closely ap- 
proached. 

According to Dusevoir, who pilot- 
ed the Flint sixty up the hill, the 
car is strictly stock in every re- 
spect but has been tuned up for 
100 per cent power performance.

Will you please send me a diet for «a 
twenty-two-month-old baby? He drinks 
about one and a half quarts of milk per day 
but eats very little food. He is apparently 
very healthy and has no trouble with elim? 
nation. He eats sand, dirt and anything of 
that sort that he can get his hands on and 
I feel that I am not giving him the food he 
needs. He eats very little fruit and vege 
tables, no sugar of any kind. 

A READER. 

Here is another case of a dirt-eating baby 
plus a mother who knows very little of 
dietetics. When I read this letter, I had a 
good laugh out of it. Just think, “he drinks 
about one and one-half quarte of milk per 
day but eats very little food.” 

What is milk? Is it a medicize? Or 
maybe this mother thinks she is fasting her 
child on one and one-half quarts of milk. 

Of all the concentrated foods, milk 4s one 
of the most concentrated. 

What is really happening is that she is 
feeding her child two to three times more 
than his normal capacity. Instead of being 
underfed, he is unusually overfed. 

Let her cut down the total milk supply 
to one pint. Let her have the courage to 
wait two or three days until natural hunger 
asserts itself. Then his natural hunger will 
make him eat every kind of fruit and vege 
table. 

At the present time he ts attempting to 
satisfy hie intense’craving for the mineral 
substances of food by eating sand and dirt. 

Cut down the milk supply to one-third and 
the trouble will disappear.

Convalescence From Pneumonia 
Dear Dr. Lovell: 


My mother is recovering from pneumonia, course, he “neutralized by the bit of salt.” 


a month now since she was first taken III. 
She sits up for part of the morning and part 
of the afternoon, the rest of the time in bed. 
She is sixty-eight years old, has been very 
fat but has lost quite a lot during this recent 
iliness although is still quite heavy. She 
does not seem to recover very speedily. The 
main trouble seems to be gas on her stom- 
ach which is very severe. When we put her 
back to bed and lower her head, dizzindss 
and nausea follow. 

Both ears have discharged pus. One ear 
has stopped draining the last few days and 
the other has new very little pus in it. 
During this fliness she was given quite a 
few hypodermics for her heart of strychnine 
and of caffein and some other drug, also a 
serum for pneumonia. 

I have tried to be careful of her diet but 
without results. 

My mother has always been subject at 
times to these gas attacks. 

A sample of recent diet: Breakfast: One 
large fresh tomato with bit of salt and cup 
of hot water. Noon: Boiled carrots with 
salt and butter on them, canned sweet corn, 
young chicken meat stewed with some broth. 
Between five and six o'clock: Juice of one 
orange, cne-half lemon and part of yolk of 
eges, this beaten together.

Eczema in Infants 


San Gabriel, Cal. 
Dear Dr. Lovell: | 

Please tell me what to do for my baby’s 
eczema which is confined to her head. The 
skin was covered with a rash when she was 
a tiny baby but that disappeared on her 
body and her face was never healed. It 
almost disappeared and then grew worse 
and now looks very bad. 


I have not washed her face with water for 


* about six weeks and in fact have not 


touched water to the affected parts for some 
time. I cleanse it with olive oil. I have 
used a witchhazel solution, zinc ointment, 
calamine lotion, Lassar’s paste and a paste 
containing Lassar’s, glycerine, resorcine and 
another ingredient I do not recall. 

I keep a clean, sterilized cloth under her 
head and do not allow it to come in contact 
with woolen or anything that might ir- 
ritate it. 

I keep her, outdoors all day and she sleeps 
in a well-ventilated room at night without 
any heat. I dress her in an outing flannel 
slip, a cotton Vasta shirt and two outing 
flannel diapers are used as pinning blankets. 

She is very healthy apparently except for 
the eruption. She is five months old. 

1 nurse her about 10 per cent. She gets 
an ounce of orange juice and I have been 
giving her ls for the past week. She 
is also getti one and one-half ounces of 
prune juice in five ounces of water. She 
has no teeth yet but they are evidently com- 
ing. 

Please also advise me if her hands and 
feet getting cold at night is harmful. I 
cover her with her wrapping blanket, a cot- 
ton sheet, lightweight Kenwood blanket 
and a wool-filled comfort. Her feet and 


hands are always cold when I pick her up ° 


in the mornings. She sleeps well at night 
and always has, although not so well in the 
daytime. | 

I am not satisfied with her skin. I meant 
to add that she has always spit up a little, 
even two cr three bours after feeding. 

I shall appgeciate your advice very much 
indeed. A READER.

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The Story of a Human Cargo 
That Seized Its Prison Ship and 
Tried the Laws of Nations

N THE 27th or 28th of June, 1839, a ves- - 


sel which was to cut somewhat of a 
figure in United States history sailed from 
Havana. She was the schooner L’Amistad— 
in plain English, The Amity—and’ her 
voyage was intended to be short, for she 
was bound for another port on the island 
of Cuba. 


She carried a cargo of merchandise and 
fifty-four negroes. One of these, a boy 
named Antonio, was a slave. Whether the 
remaining fifty-three were also a part of the 
“cargo’-——for that is what Anton:o was—re- 
mained for a long time to be determined. 
The fifty-three had been kidnaped from their 
native Africa by a slave trader and had been 
landed at Havana but two weeks before the 
day on which L’Amistad sailed from that 


port. They were kept in a slave market in - 


the Cuban capital until they passed into the 
hands of two Spaniards, Jose Ruiz and Pe- 
dro Montez, who embarked them on the 
schooner for the purpose of employing their 
labor as slaves on enother part of the island. 
What now occurred is briefly related in 
available historical narrative. L’ Amistad 
was navigated by a captain and two sailors. 
They. a cook and Ruiz and Montez were the 
only white peragns on board, as the vessel 
was small and therefore easily managed. As 
it turned out, these few Caucasians were 
too trustful of the dusky cargo. Whatever 
may heve been the mood of th® slave 
tonlo, the wild Africans were not dis 
to rest content with their let. Under the 
leadership of one of their number, whose 
mame was Cingue, they arose and over- 
powered Ruiz, Montez and the other whites. 
Not only was the possession of the vessel 
secured by the negroes, but the captain and 
the cook were killed and Montez was severe- 
ly wounded. The two sailors effected an 
escape and Ruiz and Montez were spared 
for the purpose of navigating the schooner. 
These two, but lately the controlling spirits 
of the voyage, now reduced to a state of 
subjection, were commanded by the negroes 
to steer the vessel toward the coast of 
Africa. These orders they obeyed during 
each day, but at night they were able to 
deceive their black captors and reverse their 
course, with the net result that at the end 
of each twenty-four hours the craft was far- 
ther than ever from the goal sought by the 
negroes. On August 26th, two months, al- 
most to the day, after the departure from 
Havana, the vessel had arrived off Culloden 
Point, Long Island, and had come to anchor 
a half mile from the shore, 


This bare outline of one of the tragedies 
of the sea must be filled in by the imagina- 
tion of him who contemplates it, if the pic- 
ture is to be made complete. These negroes, 
as far as our narrative has proceeded, ap- 
pear to have been bloodthirsty murderers, 
but they have come down in history almost 
as heroes. There is at least a glamour 
about their figures as they stand forth on 
the historic page. Viewing them in such a 
light it is to be regarded that we know not 
in more detail the story of their exploit. 
Held in bondage as they were, how did they 
perfect and carry out the plan through 
which they achieved their liberty? By what 
means did they encompass the death of 
those they slew and how was death avoided 
by those who escaped? It is said that the 
negroes—all of them except Antonio—could

The particulars of the tragic voyage 
L’Amistad are to be found somewhere, 
course. They are doultiess buried in

Jt is small wonder, then, that the Amistad 
negroes should have been regarded with 
very different eyes by the two factions, On 
the one hand they were viewed as murderers 


and pirates. On the other they were re 


garded as a band of heroes who had right- 
eously risen up against the oppressor and 
achieved their liberty. 

Under these conditions the warfare over 
the fifty-three negroes proceeded. The time 
was during the Presidency of Martin Van 
Buren. The Secretary of State was John 
Forsyth, of Georgia, and the Attorney<en- 
eral was Felix Grundy of Tennessee. Ob 
serving the section of the country from 
which they came, it is not difficult to sur- 
mise the views .entertained by these mem- 
bers of the Cabinet on the slavery question. 
Their conduct in connection with the affair 
of C’Amistad demonstrates that they re 
garded it as a settled fact, beyond the range 
of judicial investigation, that the Africans 
were slaves. 


The court proceedings over the status of 
the megroes had their origin in the United 
States Circuit Court at Hartford, Connecti- 
cut, presided over by Judge Thompson. 
Either before or shortly after the proceed- 
ings were instituted, Don Calderon de la 
Barea, the Spanish Minister at Washington, 
demanded a surrender to him of L’ Amistad, 
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and Montes was severely wounded. 


adviser expressed the view that the negroes 
were slaves because they had been so listed 
in passports issued to Ruiz and Montez by 
the GovernonGeneral of Cuba immediately 
before L’Amistad sailed from Havana. 
Grundy took the position that no court in 
the United States and no department of the 
government could question or go behind the 
statements made ir the passports. His atti- 
tude was that the status of the negroes was 
irrevocably fixed, as against any power in 
the United States, by the act of the Gov- 
ernor-General, an officer of Spain, in issu- 
ing the passports, and that they should bo 
delivered to the Spanish Minister. 

This view of the case had already been 
foreshadowed, for the government had di- 
rected the United States District Attorney 
at Hartford, William 8S. Holabird, to act as 
legal counsel for Ruiz in the litigation pend- 
ing there. That officer was evidently well 
satisfied with the assignment, for he wrote: 
“I should extremely regret that the rascally 
blacks should fall into the hands of the aboll- 
tionists, with whom Hartford is filled.” 


Notwithstanding the determined stand of 
the administration against the Africans, the 
courts proceeded with the exercise of the 
jurisdiction conferred upon them by law 
and endeavored to unravel the tangled skeia 
which had been placed before them. The 
question which was presented for decision, 
although before a tribunal in the United 
States, was one affecting asserted property 
rights of Spanish subjects, acquired in a 
colony of Spain, for such Cuba was at the 
time. The point must therefore be decided 
under the Spanish law, although it happened 
that the laws of the United States and of 
Spain upon the subject were identical. In 
both countries, generally speaking, the de- 
scendants of Africans, or even Africans 
themselves who had been “imported” before 
a certain time, could be held in slavery, and 
slaves were property. However, none had 
outlawed the African slave trade in 1517, by 
means of a treaty with Great Britain, and in 
1820 the Congress of the United States had 
passed a law declaring those who engaged 
in the trade to be pirates. 


The courts, then, were faced with this ques- 
tion: Had the Africans recently been 
brought into Cuba in violation of the de 
clared policy of Spain against the slave 
trade and also, it was insisted, did Ruiz and 
Montez know, before they acquired posses- 
sion of their alleged “property,” that the 
negroes had been so “imported?” The case 
was elaborately prepared and the evidence

The Bony Skeleton 
We next find the bony skeleton consisting 


of approximately two hundred and six bones. 


Some anatomists give as high as two hun- 
dred and fourteen, while others stick to two 
hundred and six, varying with what bones 
are classified. 

The bones serve many purposes. They 
give attachment to the muscles and by that 
means make locomotion quite free.

Broken Veins 


Dear Dr. Lovell: 


My daughter-inlaw is of small stature 
and anemic. I suggested that she take dry 
rubs and by so doing, a little vein in her 
leg burst below the knee. At first she didn’t 
mind but after a while it started to swell 
up. She called a medical doctor and he put 
a band around her leg. Now it's about @ 
month. She still has pains and it does 
bother her. .

There are a number of things women 
should understand about varicose veins and 
about the venous structures in general. 

Veins differ from arteries in several re- 
spects but principally because of the pres- 
ence Of valves. Not all veins have valves 


* but those of the feet and thighs have quité 


a large number. 

When the blood becomes charged with 
certain toxic wastes, some of this waste 
clogs against the sides of these valves. A 
clot forms which slowly becomes larger and 
larger. 

The pressure in the veins is very small. 
Therefore, a condition of stagnation or 
stasis ensues. 

The valve begins to decay. Then it forms 
a small swollen knot. Hence it is that 
varicose veins always appear as knots 
through the length of the vein. 

The decay process continues, A bruise 
or an injury occurs. The vein bursts. A 
bluish colored hemorrhage takes place un- 
derneath the skin. If the blood is sufficient- 
ly foul, the hemorrhage rots the skin and 
before very long we have a fairly developed 
varicose ulcer formed. 

Since the veins are enlarged, due to the 
stagnant blood lying adjacent to the valves, 
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is it logical to put a pressure band over the 
inflamed or swelling area. 

For the time being, relief is procured in 
so far as the excreta of the stagnating blood 
is prevented from discharging itself. 


Before very long, however, even the rub- 
ber stocking, bands or bandages do not sutf- 
fice to retard the decay. The cause is not 
removed and it lies intrinsically in the 
quality of the blood stream. 

Invariably, ulcers of this kind run for 
months or sometimes years, largely because 
Nature uses the temporary orifice as a 
means for discharging the putrid material 
that lies in the blood. 


One must get at the source, namely, the 
foods we eat and the condition of the diges- 
tive system. 


Varicose veins may be treated via diet and 
the stomach just as truly as any other dis- 
ease. 

A diet of raw fri@its and vegetables for a 
period of two or three weeks and thorough 
cleansing of the bowels by enemas, if neces- 
sary, will go far toward clearing up the 
blood circulation. 

The limbs should be exposed to the sun- 
shine, starting with but a few minutes and 
increasing until exposed several hours. Al- 
ternate hot and cold applications will open 
the pores, relax the tissues, quicken the 
circulation and increase the venous drain- 
age. 

For a time one should remain as quiet as 
possible and exercise should be resorted to 
very gradually. 

If absorption is beginning to take place. 
gentle, skiliful, upward massage, using very 
little pressure so as not to burst any of the 
knots, will also assist in elimination, 

Footwear should be corrected. The rules 
of good posture should be studiously obeyed. 

Those elements of daily life which are de- 
pleting and exhausting should be guarded 
against. 

Swollen veins will respond very nicely to 


such treatment.

Anatomically, man's body is closest allied 
with the ape-like animals and therefore 
those of the entire group, which includes 
monkeys, apes and man, are called primates.

It is only anatomically that we find the 
similarity although there is a greater dif- 
ference between the lowest type of monkey 
and the highest type of ape than there is be- 


tween the highest type of ape and the lowest / 


savage. 

As far as we can trace the evolution of 
man, it is very evident that man today is 
vastly superior, better able to combat his 
external environment, more skillful in his 
subjugation of natural forces, with a nervous 
system infinitely superior to that of his an- 
cesfors of many ages ago. fa 

The evolution of man makes a fascinating 
study but*since we are more concerned with 
man as he is, we shall have to forego this 


pleasure.

At the present time there exist five dis- 
tinct races or varieties of man, each marked- 
ly different in appearance, in social customs, 
in instincts, and even to some extent in 
structure.

A Mortal Struggle With the Terror of 
African Waters

*~ ROM my guide I began to hear tales 
of the gorillas, the Ngege as the 
natives call them hereabouts. From 

his description and judging by the 
act that he was able to differentiate be- 
tween what he called the Impundu (the 
chimpanzi) and the Ngege (the  gorilla,) 
it was evident I was within measurable dis- 
tance of seeing and perhaps shooting a 
specimen of this animal; the largest species 
of man-ape that walks the earth today. 


What with rain and cold, bad and grum- 
bling porters, lack of food and suitable 
guides, I had begun to wonder if the climb- 
ing of these volcanoes was worth the candle, 
but the news concerning the gorillas and the 
arrival of a quantity of food putting every- 
one iti a good humor, things took a turn for 
the better, and I decided to start for the 
higher regions. 

The “saddle” that connects the two vol- 
canoes of Mikeno and Karisimbi approxt!- 
mates an clevation of ten thousand five hun- 
dred feet, and, as water is obtainable in 
some small bogs that exist there, I decided 
to reach this and make it my camping place 
for the further exploration of this part of 
the range. 

As the “safari” mounted to this ridge, evi- 
dences of elephant and buffalo became more 
frequent, and the bamboo and other tropical 
foliage more dense. However, on approach- 
ing the top, the hardy traveler will reach a 
definitely marked zone beyond which the 
bamboo apparently will not grow and he 
will be delighted to find himself amid open 
forest scenery that can only be described as 
elysian. 

This unique forest, which ts little more 
than two miles square, is composed almost 
entirely of old and knotted hagenia trees 
(resembling the European sumach) on the 
gnarled stems and branches of which are to 
be seen massive pads of dark green moss. 
Hagenia trees growing elsewhere never at- 
tain a thickness of trunk much greater than 
two feet, but here their growth for some un- 
explained reason has become abnormal, 
many of their red arched and buttressed 
trunks assuming giant proportions three 
times this measurement. 


When I left my damp and cold camp the 
following morning for a still wetter and 
colder forest, 1 had little hope of bagging a 
gorilla, one of the rarest and most interest- 
ing animals that may fall to the hunter's 
rifle, the mere mame of which had often 
thrilled my younger days and around which 
there still hangs something primeval, like 
the forests from which they come. Such 
luck seemed too good to come true. 

It fs perhaps not generally known that 
gorillas are fond of bending over long bam- 
boos to make a kind of low platform upon 
which to sun themselves and from which to 
pluck and chew the tender leaves. Thus 
engaged was the first gorilla I encountered. 
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form. He was, however, too quick for us, 
for either sensing danger or having seen 


us, he made one great leap off his perch, 


accompanied by a screaming roar, and was 
immediately lost to view behind the thick 
screen of bamboos. 


The set of the wind being in our favor, 
we stood stock still where we were, it being 
evident that the big ape could not have 
smelt us and therefore had simply leaped 
to the ground, and was in all likelihood 
standing and listening for intruders just 
where he landed after his jump. I was then 
standing, as I guessed, within twenty paces 
of my quarry—there being only a tiny glade 
separating me from the bank of bamboo 
into whieh he had disappeared. 

These surmises proved correct, for sud- 
denly there broke forth {rom the opposite 
thicket the weirdest “devil's tattoo” that 
can be imagined; it started with an in- 
drawn whine, which quickly increased in 
volume until it broke out into a hoarse 
grunt, accompanied by a heavy resonant 
clopp—clopp—clopp. 

I had heard of both the gorifia and orang- 
utan beating their chests to frighten away 
an intruder, but when I first listened to th 
extraordinary “clopping” noise, I scarcely 
realized that it was being made by the great 
ape beating his chest. However, on think- 
ing the matter over afterward, it was evi- 
dent that it was produced in this way. 

Judging it advisable to allay any sus- 
picions in the animal's mind of our con- 
tinued presence so close to him, we breath- 
lessly waited a considerable time; in the 
hope that he would move out 8f the position 
in which he had entrenched himself. This 
the gorilla would not do however, but cen- 
tinued at intervals to gibber and beat his 
chest, accompanying this by stamping and 
shaking the bamboos. 

Hearing these angry danger signals and

Having followed the spoor for a short dis- 
ance, it became apparent by breaking 
branches and other noises, that there were 
quite a number of gorillas close at hand, so 
I decided to abandon a frontal attack in 
favor of a flanking movement to the right.

I have given the animal's “standing 
height,” but as a matter of fact, contrary 
to the popular theory, a gorilla seldom 


walks erect, unless when using its hands 
to support itself by branches overhead or 
when alarmed or attacked.

Om making the discovery, I slipped 
back to my camera “boy” and adjusting 
my seven-inch lens for close work, I lifted 
cAmera and tripod on to my shoulder, and 
returning, managed to “plant” my camera 
in the very nick of time, just as the buffalo 
came through the reeds and stood dripping 
with mud and water andglicking his chops 
not twenty paces from me.

_ Irrigation Invoked to Create Wilderness 


Los Angeles to Reverse Usual Process in Great Project for Reforesta- or Grifith Park's oak woodlands once 
tion of Griffith Park—W ork Started on Water System for Vast 
Playground—Nursery to Produce Trees

early this year and it is now actually going 
ahead at such a rate that its completion to 
the last detail so far as engineering goes 
is assured by the middle of 1928. To bring 
the thing still more vividly before those who 
will thrill to such an announcement, there 
is the statement of Commissioner Van M. 
Griffith, whose father gave Griffith Park to 
Los Angeles, and who, more than any other 
member of the Park Commission, has 
helped nurse the project into being, that the 
great irrigation system will be actually in 
operation over at least a fourth of the park 
area by early in 1927. 


To date, the commission's accomplishment 
is represented by the development of an in-

to make the artificial rain under which the 
city’s great park forest will spring into lux- 
uriant life. Booster pumps will carry water 
to the highest elevations. 


PLAN THOROUGHLY TESTED 


The Park Commission has not in any 
sense been working in the dark or indulging 
in guessing in the evolvement of its refores- 
tation project. Commissioner Griffith, City 
Hall folks say, has hardly taken time for 
meals trying the thing out at the Verniont- 
avenue canyon on the park's south side. To 
this part of the park and to the Western 
and Commonwealth-avenue portions the wa- 
ter distribution system will be carried first 
as in the very nature of things in California 


There are to be no more destructive fires 
in this natural forest area after the n 
and ultra-modern reforestation program 
been carried to completion. Sprinklers of 
some siowly revolving type sending water 
out in a wide arc will be set a hundred feet 
apart on every ridge. Mr. Griffith, who has 
supplied most of the information for this 
article, says that thorough tests under con- 
ditions typical of those to be encountered 
in the park show that the ground for 200 
feet down from a long line of the “rain mak- 
ers” becomes soaked, with gradual satura- 
tion taking place below on down to the bot- 
tom of the canyon. Shrubbery of all kinds, 
growing and shading the ground more and 
more, causes the saturation to spread, the 
roots hold the soil and the result is ground 
that retains water better year after year. 
The covering of the slopes will be too green 
to burn at any time, he says. 

One result of the project. he explains, will

times that number. No, he doesn't have to 
quit his job. True, he can’t go to the moun- 
tains more than that one week, but he won't 
have to. That shady canyon, singing stream 
and all are to be brought to him, fifteen, 
thirty, sixty minutes away. They are to be 
his every Sunday, holiday and “day off” he 
can squeeze out of the glorious California 
calendar. And neither Mohammed nor Alad- 
din with his trick lamp is to be called in on 
the thing. 

“How do you get that way?” says the day- 


' dreaming desk man, with just a gleam of in- 


terest lighting up his face. Well, it’s this 


way: 

Modern engineering, irrigation engineer- 
ing. to be explicit, is the miraculous agency 
that’s going to bring all this about. 

“Huh!” says the taxpayer, “a billion-dol- 
lar bond issue! I might have known it'” 

Not so! 

The thing is actually so simple, so easy of 
execution and, most significant of all to the 
average householder, so inexpensive, that 
it is dollars to doughnuts nine persons out 
of every ten who read this will say, “Well 
why wasn't it done ten years ago?” 

Those wooded mountain slopes and ridges, 
that delightful trail and a hundred 
more like it, exist right now, “in the 
rough,” in Los Angeles’s ows imcomparable 
municipal playground, Griffith Park, 
with its 3750 acres of brush-covered 
foothills and canyons just waiting to be 
clothed again with the forest covering that 
once was theirs. Griffith Park, like hun- 
dreds of thousands of acres of Southern Cal- 
ifornia agricultural lands before it, is to 
be put under irrigation. That's all there is 
to it. Water will do the rest and do it 
quickly. 

And in justice to the Los Angeles City 
Park Commissioners it should be explained 
here that the delay in undertaking the proj- 
ect has not been due to any absence of in- 
terest on their part but simply to lack of 
funds to carry on with it. The plan was ac- 
tually conceived years ago. With the city's 
new charter in operation, the park depart- 
ment receives a small annual percentage of 
the taxes, but that fractional “dig-in” af- 
fords the means to go ahead with a lot of 
things impossible of accomplishment with 
the funds formerly allotted by ofttimes un- 

ve Councilmen. 


UNDER WAY 
Nor is this eminently practical scheme 
for literally converting Griffith Park into a 
vast municipal forest merely a plan of the 
future. The project was quietly started 


dependent water supply to meet all require- 
ments for the whole undertaking, several 
thousand feet of trench dug to carry the 
necessary pipe mains up the park slopes to 
reservoirs, the excavation of the basins in 
which these reservoirs will be-set and the 
starting of a large nursery in which trees 
for the great reforestation plan will be prop- 
agated. About $45,000 has been expended 
or contracted for outlay thus far. And the 
total cost for a permanent project that will 
undoubtedly add as much to the fame of 
Los Angeles as any other single municipal 
enterprise ever undertaken and which will 
certainly bring more solid enjoyment «to its 
citizens than any other ever dreamed of is 
estimated at a trifle over $100,000. 


The bringing in of that independent wa- 
ter supply is a story in itself. Water will 
do about anything in Southern California 
and the park commissioners knew it, but 
there was some hesitancy about asking the 
city for a part of the regular aqueduct flow. 
City Water Board engineers were sinking 
test wells in the lower end of San Fernando 
Valley along the Los Angeles River bed. 
Right at the northeastern corner of the 
park adjoining the Municipal Golf Links they 
reported a large reservoir or basin of water 
deep underground. Here, they advised the 
Park Commissio&, would be an excellent 
place to drill a well. The park body prompt- 
ly authorized the work and the result is a 
twenty-inch well some 400 feet deep that 
under pump test by the Bureau of Power 
and Light engineers has developed 3500 gal- 
lons of water a minute. It is believed, 
too, tha 2500 gallons a minute will 
be ample for all irrigation purposes in the 
park. Municipal “juice” for pumping and 
ee: the water will be the main cost 
tem. 


The next step was to start the trenches 
that now wind across the golf links and the 
new park aviation field and up the eastern 
ridges of the park. Almost simultaneously 
excavations were started for a reservoir of 
500,000 gallons capacity at the 700-foot level 
and for another of 300,000 gallons’ capacity 
at the 1100-foot level, in the same section. 
Before the end of this year, it is planned, 
work will be started on the installation of a 
second 300,000-gallon tank at a 1100-foot ele 
vation in the southeast corner of the park and 
on a 100,000-callon reservoir at a 1500-foot 
elevation. The pipe mains to be laid will 
range in dimension from six to eighteen inch- 
es and literally miles of one-inch pipe will be 
carried over slopes and along ridges. These 
will supply the overhead sprinklers that are 


the drier southern ridges of hills dre al- 
ways barer of vegetation. In Vermont can- 
yon, too, aqueduct water has been readily 
available, due to the establishment there of 
the park’s beautiful Bird Sanctuary, now 
rapidly nearing completion. 

Under Mr. Griffith's constant personal ob- 
servation, sprinklers have been operating, 
some for two years, some for a year, on 
slopes of the park's south side. Expanses 
of decomposed granite, regularly eroded 
by winter rains and barren save for sparse 
brush, were “worse than typical.” 
No planting of any kind was done. Or- 
dinary brush here has grown six feet in a 
year, Mr. Griffith says, and little struggling 
live oaks that hardly grow three inches a 
year ordinarily have added a foot or more 
a year under water. -Finding funds lacking 
for enough nursery-grown tregs and shrubs 
or for sufficient transplanting work to make 
his experiments as conclusive as he wished, 
Mr. Griffith set out on a still hunt for stuff 
to plant. If he heard of anyone being com- 
pelled to dig up live oaks or sycamores for 
any reason he was instantly on the trail of 
the orphan trees. He says he begged, bor- 
rowed and all but stole to get as many as 
he wanted and that his biggest windfall was 
a lot of oriental planes, supposedly too 
large for transplanting, which he talked the 
commission into moving from Riverside 
Drive when the new bridge on that thorough- 
fare crowded them out. One and all of 
these various trees set out and irrigated 
have, In the commissioner's own words, 
“grown faster than anybody ever 
they could.” 

NO MORE FIRES 


No such proof of Griffith Park's possibill- 
ties for reforestation are, of course, fre 
quired by any old-timer of Los Angeles. 
The hills and canyons of this large area, as 
of a huge stretch of highlands at the eastern 
end of the Santa Monica range, were once 
covered with tree growth. Repeated fires 
have worked havoc with this natural cover- 
ing, one in 1879 sweeping over the present 
area of Griffith Park and leaving hundreds 
of acres of blackened tree stumps in its 
wake. Others followed in succeeding years 
to enlarge the area of destruction until to- 
day only beautiful sections of live oak 
forest like that in the canyon at the West- 
ern-avenue entrance to the park and in Oak 
Canyon on the north side, and alluring bits 
of woodland in Vermont canyon, near the 
Los Feliz Boulevard entrances and at a few 
other points remain to remind people of 


be the creation of permanent living streams 
in every canyon of consequence in the park 
area. Springs, of which the park area has in 
past years had many and still has a few, 
will be replenished. He even predicts that in 
few favored spots where streams are formed 
it will be possible to “plant” trout— 
not for the angler, but for the nature lover. 
Wild life is to be protected in this munici 
pal forest and even now several hundreds 
of pheasants, doves and other beautiful 
birds are being reared at the Bird Sanctu- 
ary for liberation within the park's confines. 


THE FOREST NURSERY 


The trees? Mr. Griffith says the new 
Park Department nursery now being laid 
out in the Commonwealth-avenue canyon 
will provide them as fast as needed. There 
will be two glass houses 30x200 feet in dt- 
mensions at this plant, along with many 
thousands of square feet of both propagating 
houses. Here will be produced planting 
stock of oaks, native sycamores, Oriental 
planes, holly, bay, Catalina cherry and oth- 
ers, the major attention being given to oaks 
of various kinds. The forestry department 
of the public schools is taking a great inter- 
est in the park reforestation program and 
of great interest to all, is its an- 
nounced intention of being responsible for 
a considerable group of California Red- 
woods, Monterey pines and Deodar cedars, 
the growth of which will be eagerly followed 
by many who love these “north-wood- 
sy” kinds of trees. F 
Commissioner Griffith says the Park De 
partment can keep on setting out trees in- 
definitely as groupings of plantings suggest 
themselves and as stock becomes available, 
but he emphasizes the fact that the early 
creation of the kind of natural forest that 
will be a delight to every out-of-<doors lover 
is not to be a matter of years of waiting 
for “saplings” to grow up. Much of the park 
now boasts generous coverings of vegeta- 
tion including beautiful natives like holly, 
buckthorn, wild walnut, elderberry, wild it 
lac, scrub oak and Catalina cherry, growths 
that, given water, will, as wise home build- 
ers in the Hollywood foothills know, shoot 
up into veritable trees. And Mr. Griffith 
promises they will shoot up so fast under 
the park irrigation system that the thirty 
miles of trails in the park will be leading 
through bowers of greenery long before the 
more sedate oaks of the slopes and ridges 
and the sycamores of the canyon floors have 
attained dignified forest size. “Give us five

NEW LABOR BUREAU 

CORCORAN.—Much interest is taken 
here, as in all cotton districts of San Joa- 
quin Valley, in the Valley Agricultural La- 
bor Bureau, organized to take the place of 
the Valley Fruit Growers’ 
which was dissolved this spring after func 
tioning for eight years. Cotton growers feel 
the labor shortage more than any other 
class of farmers, though the Corcoran dis 
trict has been less affected than some of the 
others. The new labor bureau has com- 
menced to function with offices at Fresno 
under the management of E. R. Simmer- 
macher, former secretary of the Madera 
County Farm Bureau. The president of the 
new organization is S. Parker Frissell: J. 
W. Guilberson, banker and cotton grower 
of Corcoran, is vice-president, and Guy E. 
Leonard is secretary-treasurer. The bureau 
has the support of all the county chambers 
of commerce and m promotion bod- 
jes in the valley. >

This is all very fine for the consumer, 
but how about the cattle raiser? Does he 
come out ahead, behind or just even, for 
the sake of providing tidbits for the public? 
Mr. Witten is authority for the statement 
that if the baby beef raiser breaks even on 
feed, labor and interest on the cost of the 
animal, he is ahead of the came because of 
the value of the manure. The manure from 
one animal for a year he estimates to be 
worth approximately $20 of any farmer's 
money.

SCOPE OF PLAN

* fornia. Under other private feeding, 1200 


more are being prepared on the same ra- 


** tions. These latter calves will be marketed 


only after passing the most rigid examina- 
tion to determine whether they measure up 
to the standards required. A number of 
high schools of the State have organized 
clubs which are feeding out groups of 
calves, mostly Shorthorns and Herefords. 
Hemet high school boys are in charge of 
thirty-four; San Bernardino High School 
lads have thirty-two; Perris High School, 
twenty-four; Modesto High School, twenty; 
the high schools at Gilroy, Hollister, Oak- 
dale and Brawley are feeding out fifteen, 
twenty, forty and 102 respectively. Califor. 
nia Junior Republic, Chino, is carrying on 
with three each of Shorthorn, Hereford, 
Angus and Devon calves. 


At Pomona the Los Angeles County Fair 
Association is producing the makings of 
baby beef with fifty-four calves fed on the 
fair grounds. The California Breeders’ As 
sociation has sixty head. Private feeders 
are J. H. Hesley, Holtville,sith 386 head: 
L. M. Ferguson, Imperial Valley, sixt) head: 
W: R. Warne, Imperial Valley, seventy-five 
head, and Kohimier Brothers, Covina, 109 
head. There are two groups, already men- 
tioned, at the stock yards in Los Angeles, 
and other small herds available which make 
up the total of 1147. 


Arrangements have been made to place 
500 more on feed in the near future and 
these will finish shortly after Christmas. 
Next September it is the expectation of 
Baby Beef Extension officials that about 
5000 head of calves will be placed in feed 
lots on orange and other ranches in South- 

ern California to meet the anticipated de 
ode for baby beef. These men are confi- 
dent that once the people of Los Angeles 
have a taste of baby beef. they will demand 
more and more and that the need of fertil- 
izer for citrus groves and field crops will 
be met through the production of baby beef. 


It has been an experiment so far, and still 
is, although it appears to be nearing its 
nal stages. The whole plan appears to be 
logical and nobody apparently can think of 
any good and sufficient reason why it should 
not succeed. Cattle raisers, buyers, stock 
yards men and others trying to peer ahead 
into the future in the hope of being able to 
tell what is going to happen in the livestock 
industry, are of the opinion that baby beef 
feeding will fit into the agricultural pro- 
gram, fill a real place and meet a real need. 
There is no reason, they say, why baby beef 
raising should not become a profitable branch 
of the livestock industry. If and when it 
does turn out as its proponents believe it 
will form a sort of Maison between the fruit 
grower and his source of fertility on the 
one hand, and the livestock industry and the 
consumer on the other

Reaching the Farm Home 


farmer and his family lead secluded 

lives, although the mechanical changes 

of the past twenty years have relieved the 

isolation. Automobiles, telephones, the ex- 

tension of interurban lines and the radio 
render life on the farm less lonesome. 


The man of the farm has always had 
more touch with the rest of the world than 
has his wife. Realizing the need, the agri- 
cultural extension service of thé University 
of California has stretched out a helping 
hand to the farm women, too. This work 
has been extended to considerable propor- 
tions. Miss Harriet G. Eddy is State leader 
of home demonstration agents. These 
trained agents are paid for their services by 
the university and the federal department 
of agriculture. They are stationed in twen- 
ty-two counties of this State and have car- 
ried assistance into over 17 per cent of the 
homes in these counties. 


In 1925 the home demonstration agents of 
CaHfornia conducted various projects which 
reached 14,952 farm homes. Of these the 
nutrition projects reached 6807 homes; 
clothing projects, 5945 homes; home furnish- 
ing, 1445; health, 553, and home grounds 
planning, 202. The agents visited 1074 
homes where they had not. called before, 
held 2542 demonstrations and auswered 
5544 office calls. There are 293 farm home 
centers in California with 5264 members and 
2744 nonmembers taking an active part in 
the work. Project leaders have been ap 
pointed, and these leaders are given instruc 
tion by the agents and in some instances 
by specialists from the Berkeley headquar- 
ters. There were 1594 project leaders in 
the State last year. There were 5367 home 
demonstration meetings held in 1925, and 
the total attendance was 107,613. 


These figures indicate the importance cf 
the work among farm women, the extent 
it bas attained and the remarkable response 
which has met it. Production does not de 
pend solely on the ability of the farmer to 
plant, cultivate and harvest crops econom}- 
cally, but to a very considerable extent, on 
the health. comfort and happiness of the 
entire farm family.

Farm News of the Great Southwest 


DOWN-TO-DATE REPORTS FROM TIMES CORRESPONDENTS 


NUYS8.—Because of high prices ob- 
tained for Irish potatoes in this vicinity 
this spring, many tomato and bean 

growers have turned their fields into pota- 
to farms, and this summer a very consider- 
able crop is expected.

N TUBSDAY, May 18, the campaign car- 

ried on in Southern California for im- 

provement of quality in meat enters its 
second stage. The first began with the plac- 
ing of several hundred calves in Southland 
feed lots last summer and fall. On May 18 
a number of young beeves reared from the 
milk-fat stage to tender maturity are to be 
sold at the Los Angeles Union Stock Yards. 
Shortly thereafter they will appear as meat 
in some of the better Los Angeles markets, 
which will display placards announcing that 
“baby beef” is for sale there. 


The plan is to sell ten baby beeves a day 
for the Los Angeles trade, continuing at 
this rate until the end of the year. After 
that it is hoped that the demand will be 
much greater. 

“Baby beef” is not merely meat from 
calves of a certain age or weight. The title 
is to be protected, for it refers to a definite 
quality of meat prepared and produced un- 
der certain conditions. 

What is the difference between a “baby 
beef” and a 1000-pound steer? The furmer 
selected from beef ancestors while still 

suckling if possible; it is fed a rigidly pre- 
ecribed diet, kept in a foreordained onviron- 
» ment, slaughtered, inspected, cooled and 
}randed, all according to rule. Unaquestion- 
ably the meat is of better quality than that 
from grass calves or warmed-up gerain-fed 
yearlings.

These calves are sold by the corporation 
at cost, often on terms, to boys and girls 
of agriculture clubs but adults may secure 
them if they will promise faithfully to ful- 
fill the conditions imposed. Mr. Witten 
says he would much rather place calves 
with boys and giris than with grown folks. 
“You can tell the youngsters how to feed 
and care for the baby beeves,” said he, and 
the inference is that you can't tell grown- 
ups anything. 

After dehorning and castration the calves 
lose weight, and the change from mother's 
milk to alfalfa is a period of 
gain. But in a few weeks, flesh 
gins.

roll, with a crop estimated at cars, 
while lemons are in in the 
East, the report states. 

Deciduous fruit trees, at least in Los An- 
geles county, it is stated, have shown a de 
layed foliation, with rather light crops in 
prospect. Kern county reports a heavy set 
of peaches, both free and cling. San Obispo 
county sends word of good apricot pros 
pects, and Riverside county indicates nor- 
mal conditions. It is too early to predict 
pear probabilities. Plums and prunes ap 
pear to promise a fair crop generally. 
Grapes through the State are in good condl- 
tion with almost a normal crop in sight. 
Walnuts are coming out irregularly in Los 
Angeles and Orange counties, and probabil- 
ities are that the crop will be rather iight 
throughout Southern California districts 
In San Luis Obispo county, the almond crop 
is reported good, and Riverside groves show 
promise of normal yields. 


The cotton planting season was practical- 
ly over when the report was issued. Some 
replanting was necessary on account 
heavy rains. It is estimated that there will 
be a fifteen per cent reduction in acreage of 
cotton planted in the State. The report es- 
timates about 25,000 acres in Imperial Val- 
ley as compared with 48,000 last - season, 
with Coachella and Palo Verde Valleys he«v- 

about the same acreage as last yar, 
Lower California, 135,000 acres, and 
zona plantings about as large as those of 
the previous season. Suspicion over prices 
has held down any acreage increases. 


Bean plantings are bie this year and 
stocks on hand are larger than they were 
a year ago. There is an increase in Baby 
Lima plantings over the small varieties in 
Santa Barbara county. San Fernando Val- 
ley shows a smaller acreage, probably about 
75 per cent of the usual 15,000 acres in 
Baby Limas. Orange county has an ip- 
creased bean acreage. 


The area planted to sugar beets south of 
Monterey county is placed by the report at 
between 32,000 and 35,000 acres. While this 
is not as great as last year’s plantings, it 
may well be that the tonnage will be great- 
er because of favorable soil moisture con 
ditions, it is stated. 

Southern California shows a 3 per cent in- 
crease in barley acreage and expects to cut 
from 70 to 100 per cent hay. 

The first cantaloupes were picked in Im- 
perial Valley around April 26, fully ten days 
ahead of any previous season.

While there is some 
brown fungus present, due to late rains and 
fogs, the quality of the Hemet Valley ‘cot 
crop this season is expected to be extreme 


- ly high and prices as high as those af 1925 


are expected by the growers. 

Memet has two of the largest fruit can- 
neries in Southern California, operated by 
the Hemet Packing Company and the Call- 
fornia Co-operative Canneries, Inc. Both can- 
neries are preparing for the biggest run in 
recent years. It is expected that the first 
runs will be made on or about June 20. A 
large part of the crop will be dried as usual, 
while much will be sold by the growers to 
outside canneries or shipped green. 

The apricot crop normally is second in 
point of value in Hemet valley, being ex- 
ceeded only by the alfalfa hay and alfalfa 
seed crops. Last year’s apricot crop 
brought returns of more than $300,000, with 
a crop total of about 7000 tons. If early es 
timates of the crop total for 1926 are ful- 
filled and prices are good, this year’s apri- 
cots should bring returns of between $600,- 
000 and $700,000 to the ranchers of the dis- 


Tree Fruit Prospects 
Cheer Growers 


HANFORD.—Horticultural conditions im 
Kings county have seldom been as good as 
they are now. The mild spring and more 
raim than usual have not only helped grain 
and grild feed of all kinds, but have aided 
in making fruit crops. The water level of 
San Joaquin Valley is higher this spring 
than it has been for several years. 

County Horticultural Commissioner 
Haupt states that the Royal and Blenheim 
apricot crops will be large, but that Tiltons 
will be light, with an average yield of cots 
amounting to 75 per cent of normal. A 
heavy demand is appearing for canning aprt- 
cots and canners outside the county have 
buyers in the field here. 

The peach set is heavy, according to Mr. 
Haupt, and prospects for a large yield are 
excellent. Elbertas will be dried very large- 
ly this year. There is always a good de- 
mand for the dried product of this variety. 

There is a light setting of prunes and 
plums, but these are not large horticultural 
crops here. It is expected that about the 
same quantity of plums will be shipped this 
season as last, when 27 cars were sent out 
of the country. The prune crop last year 
was good, and it is natural to expect a light 
year to follow. 

It is early still to forecast the grape pros- 
pects. Most of the Kings county vineyards 
are in Muscat raisin grapes. They appear 


to be in fine shape and the growers expect 
large crops. 


Shafter Spud Harvest
